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Preface 


During the study of the Q’ur-aan and Exegesis of Q’ur-aan by 
Imam Ibn Kaseer, I realized the importance of compiling Q’ur-aanic 
supplications and supplications included by Imam Ibn Kaseer from aa- 
ha-diis (sayings) of the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.). 


Of course, Q’ur-aanic supplications are the main source of 
connection between us and our Creator. The supplications included 
from aa-h’a-diis by Imam Ibn Kaseer are in accordance with the subject 
matter of the Q’ur-aanic supplications being explained by the Imam, 
hence those supplications are an augmentation and supplements of 
Q’ur-aanic supplications. 


Here the Q’ur-aanic supplications and Prophets’ supplications 
stated by the Imam during the writing of the exegesis of O’ur-aan are 
being compiled with meaning and applicable background to help fully 
grasp the understanding of those supplications. The Q’ur-aanic and 
h’a-diis supplications stated by Imam in exegesis Ibn Kaseer will be 
really effective once we sincerely apply them in our lives with the full 


understanding of their meanings and background. The intention of this 
work is to assist the reader in applying these supplications in his or 
her daily lives full-heartedly with a complete understanding. 


The correct pronunciation of all supplications has been 
considered highly imperative. The very meaning of Q’ur-aan and 
Arabic will change, like in any other language, if pronounced 
incorrectly. For example, pronouncing A’liim and Aliim (see 
pronunciation chart) will change the meaning grossly. A’liim means 
all Knower, and Aliim means very painful. A’liim is the name and 
characteristic of Allah (s.w.t.) (God) Almighty. If a’in and alif are 
not pronounced correctly it would be grossly impolite towards Allah 
(s.w.t.) and no sensible person would dare to do that. 


Furthermore, if h’a, kh’a, a’in, gh’ain, q’af are not pronounced 
correctly this might not change the meanings but it will make the word 
meaningless. Similarly, there are so many other words that to a non- 
Arabic speaking person sound the same but are different, and 
pronouncing those words incorrectly will change the meaning or make 
the word meaningless. 
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This work includes two elements to broaden the use of this 
collection of supplications. Firstly, all the supplications have been 
shown with Roman Arabic with the meanings in both Urdu and English 
to facilitate youngsters and the elders who can not read Arabic properly. 
Secondly, a pronunciation chart has been added with a guide to properly 
pronounce Arabic words in Arabic and Roman Arabic. The chart 
included in here will guide the reader to pronounce each word of the 
supplications correctly. 


A picture has been included in here showing the specific areas 
of the mouth which are used to pronounce Arabic and Roman Arabic 
letters correctly. Though the pronunciation chart and picture are very 
helpful, taking help from a scholar of Q’ur-aan or scholar of Arabic 
is highly recommended. 


Tafseer ibn Kaseer (in Urdu) (exegesis of ibn Kaseer) has been 
used to compile all the supplications which are in the Q’ur-aan and 
which are from h’a-diis as included by Allama Ismaeel Ammaduddin 
ibn Kaseer (700 to 774 Hz). The Tafseer is translated by Allama 
Mohammad Memon Juna Garhi (r.a.), and printed by Noor Mohammad 


Printing Press, Araam Bagh, Karachi. All exegesists are in agreement 
that the best explanation of Q’ur-aan per our early pious religious 
scholars has been done in Tafseer ibn Kaseer. The Tafseer referenced 
to create this work is in five (5) volumes and the citations include the 
page number and volume number for each supplication as (p#, v#).

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Importance of Supplication (Duaa) 
and Etiquettes of Supplicating 


This word ‘duaa’ could be roughly translated to mean supplication 
or invocation, although neither word adequately defines duaa. 
Supplication, which means communicating with Deity, comes closer 
than invocation which is known to sometimes imply summoning spirits 
or devils. 


In Islamic terminology ‘duaa’is the act of supplication. It is calling 
out to God; it is a conversation with God, our Creator, our Lord, the 
All Knowing, and the All Powerful. In fact, the word is derived from 
the Arabic root meaning to call out or to summon. Duaa is uplifting, 
empowering, liberating, and transforming, and it is one of the most 
powerful and effective acts of worship a human being can engage in. 
Duaa has been called the weapon of the believer. It affirms a person's 
belief in One God and it shuns all forms of idolatry or polytheism. 
Duaa is essentially a submission to God and a manifestation of a 
person's need for God. 


Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said, “A slave becomes nearest to 
his Lord when he is in prostration. So increase supplications in 
prostrations.”’ 

(Saheeh Muslim) 


And said : 


“The supplication of every one of you will be granted if 
he does not get impatient and say, ‘I supplicated my Lord 
but my prayer has not been granted’, then gets disappointed 
and stops supplicating.”’ 

(Saheeh Bukhari, Saheeh Muslim) 


Supplications can be done for the individual, family, friends, 
strangers, those in dire circumstances, for the believers, and even for 
the whole of humanity. When making the supplication, it is acceptable 
to ask for good in this worldly life and in the hereafter. A person making 
supplication should not hold back, but ask Allah (s.w.t.) to grant both 
the largest and smallest requests. 
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Although making supplication is not an obligation in Islam, there 
are many benefits to making supplication to Allah (s.w.t.) frequently 
and with full submission. Feeling the closeness to Allah (s.w.t.) that 
comes with sincere duaa, it increases faith, gives hope and relief to the 
distressed, and saves the supplicant from despair and isolation. 


Throughout the Q’ur-aan, Allah (s.w.t.) encourages the believer 
to call on Him, He asks us to lay our dreams, hopes, fears, and 
uncertainties before Him and to be sure that He hears every word. 
Below is a verse from Q’ur-aan in which Allah (s.w.t.)is providing 
guidance and an outline in regards to how Muslims should supplicate: 


“You Alone do we worship and You Alone do we ask 
for help.” (Surah Al-Fatihah 1:5) 


There are etiquettes to supplicate properly, some of those are 
mentioned in here. The one who is making supplication should 
believe in Tawheed (oneness of Allah s.w.t.) with regard to the divinity, 
Lordship, all names and attributes of Allah (s.w.t.).. The supplicant 's 
heart should be filled with Tawheed. In order for Allah to respond 
to the supplication, it is essential that the person should be responding 
to his Lord by obeying Him and obeying the Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.). Allah (s.w.t.) says about the supplicant as: 


“And when My servants ask you, [0 Mohammad], 
concerning Me, then (answer them), I am indeed near. 
IT respond to the supplications of the supplicant when 
he calls upon Me (without any mediator or intercessor). 
So let them respond to Me [by obedience] and believe 
in Me that they may be [rightly] guided.” 

(Surah al-Bagarah 2:186) 
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One should have sincerity towards Allah (s.w.t.) alone in making 
duaa as said in O’ur-aan: 


“And they were not commanded, except to worship 
Allah, [being] sincere to Him in religion, inclining to 


truth ...” 
(Surah al-Bayyinah 98:5) 


The supplicant should ask of Allah (s.w.t.) by His most beautiful names. 
Allah (s.w.t.) says in Q’ur-aan: 


“And to Allah belong the best names, so invoke Him 
by them, and leave [ the company of ] those who 
practice deviation concerning His names [use them 
improperly or deny them]; they shall be recompensed 


for what they have been doing” 
[Surahal-A’raaf 7:180] 


At another place, Allah (s.w.t.)is saying to call Him with His beautiful 
names: 


Say, “Call upon Allah or call upon the Most Merciful 
(ar-Rahman). Whichever [name] you call -- to Him 


belong the best names ...” 
(Surah al-Isra 17:110) 


Before supplicating, one should send blessings upon the 
Prophet (s.a.w.s.). The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said: 


“Every duaa (supplication) is kept back until you send blessings 
upon the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him).” 
( Narrated by al-Tabaraani in al-Awsat, 1/220; classed as saheeh by al-Albaani in Saheeh al- 
Jaami’, 4399 ). 
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One should be firm in his supplication, because the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) said: “No one of you should say, ‘O Allah, forgive me if 
You wish, O Allah, have mercy on me if You wish’; he should be firm 
in his asking, for Allah cannot be compelled.” 

(i Narrated by al-Bukhaari, 6339; Muslim, 2679.) 


For supplicating, one should be beseeching with humility, 
hope, and fear. Allah(s.w.t.)says: 


“And (O Prophet) remember your Deity within yourself 
in humility and in fear without being loud in words --in 
the mornings and in the evenings ...” (Surah al-A’raaf 7:205) 


“... Indeed, they used to hasten to good deeds and 
supplicate Us in hope and fear, and they were to Us 
humbly submissive” (Surah al-Anbiya’ 21:90) 


One should ensure that his food and clothing are good (i.e., 
halaal). It is narrated in Sahih Muslim that Abu Huraira (r.a.a.) 
said: The Messenger of Allah (s.a.w.s.) said: “O people, Allah is 
Good and does not accept anything but that which is good. Allah 
enjoins upon the believers the same as He enjoined upon the 
Messengers. Regarding this, Allah (s.w.t.) says: 


“{Allah said], O messengers, eat from the Tayyibaat 
[all kinds of Halaal (lawful) foods] and work 
righteousness. Indeed I, of what you do, am Knowing” 

(Surah al-Mu’minoon 23:51) 
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“O you who have believed [in the Oneness of Allah 
— Islamic Monotheism] eat from the good [i.e. the 
lawful] things that We have provided for you and be 
grateful to Allah if it is [indeed] Him that you worship” 

(Surah al-Bagarah 2:172) 


Then the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) mentioned a man who 
travels for a long distance and is disheveled and dusty, and he 
stretches forth his hands towards the heavens saying, ‘O Lord, O 
Lord,’ but his food is haraam (prohibited), his drink is haraam, his 
clothing is haraam, he has been nourished with haraam, so how can 
he be responded to? 


Ibn Rajab (r.a.) said: Ensuring that one’s food, drink and 
clothing are halaal (allowed), and that one is nourished with halaal, 
are means of having one's supplication answered. 


A supplication should be recited silently and not out loud. Allah 
(s.w.t.) says in Qur-aan : 


“Call upon your Deity in humility and privately ...” 
(Surah al-A’raaf 7:55) 


And Allah(s.w.t.) praised His slave Zachariya (a.s.) by saying: 


“When he called to his Lord (Allah) a private 
call fi.e., supplication]” (Surah Maryam 19:3) 


To emphasize the importance of supplication, Allah (s.w.t.) 
Says: 
“(O Prophet), Say, What would my Lord (Allah) care 


for you if not for your supplication ...” 
(Surah al-Furgan 25:77) 
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Allah (s.w.t.) asking us to be hopeful and ask for forgiveness 


Say, “O My servants who have transgressed against 
themselves [by sinning],do not despair of the mercy 
of Allah. Indeed, Allah forgives all sins [for those 
who repent and correct themselves]. Indeed, it is He 
who is the Forgiving, the Merciful.” 

(Surah az-Zumar 39:53) 


Allah (s.w.t.) wants us to ask Him for our needs and not be 
arrogant to ask: 


And your Lord (Allah) says, “Call upon Me, I will 
respond to you. ”’Indeed, those who disdain My worship 
will enter Hell [rendered] contemptible. 

(Surah al-Momin [Ghafir]40:60) 


Prophet Mohammad(s.a.w.s.) encouraged the believers to 
supplicate. Umme Darda (r.a.an.) said, “The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) used 
to say, ‘The duaa (supplication) of a Muslim for his brother in his 
absence is readily accepted. An angel is appointed to his side. 
Whenever he makes a beneficial duaa for his brother the appointed 
angel says, Ameen. And may you also be blessed with the same’” 

Abu Darda (r.a.a.) also narrated the same. (Saheeh Muslim) 


Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) called duaa the essence of worship 
(At-Tirmizi). When we supplicate, when we call upon Allah (s.w.t.) in 
our hour of need, or express our gratefulness, or for any other reason 
including simply to feel the comfort of being close to Allah (s.w.t.), 
we must remember to examine our sincerity and to check our intention. 
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A supplication should begin with Bismillah, send blessings upon 
the Prophet (s.a.w.s.), praise and glorify Allah (s.w.t.), acknowledge 
sins and mistakes, avoid rhymed prose, be emotional, speak in a low 
voice, pray for others also, and must be addressed to Allah (s.w.t.) 
alone, who has no partners, sons, daughters, or intermediaries. Our 
intention when making the duaa must be to please Allah (s.w.t.), obey 
Him, and trust Him completely. 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said that “Nothing could 
change the Qadar (fate) except Duaa (supplication). ” 
(Musnad Ahmad, At-Tirmizi) 


Abu Huraira (r.a.a.) narrated that the Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.) said “Our Deity who is most Sacred and most High, every 
night at its last third, descends onto the sky above the Earth and 
asks, “Is there anyone to supplicate so that I may accept his 
supplication? Is there anyone to ask me something so that I may 


grant him that? And is there anyone to ask for forgiveness so that I 
may forgive him.?” 


(Sahih Muslim) 


When a person supplicates, Allah (s.w.t.) may give him what he 
asked for; or He may divert a harm that is greater than the thing the 
person asked for; or He may store up, what he has asked for, for the 
Hereafter. Allah (s.w.t.) has commanded us to call upon Him and 
He has promised to respond to our call, and Allah (s.w.t.) does not 
go against His promise, as mentioned in QO’ur-aan ‘InnAllaha laa 
yukh’liful Mia’ad’ i.e. there is no doubt; surely Allah will not fail 
(His) promise, (Surah Aa-le I’mraan 3:9)

In Ibn Marduya, regarding Bis-mil-laa hir Rah’ maa _ nir Ra-h’iim, the 
Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said there is one verse (ayah) that has been 
revealed unto me that has not been revealed on any other prophet except Prophet 
Solemon (a.s.). Jabir (1.a.a.) reports that when this ayah was revealed, the clouds 
moved east, the winds halted, oceans stopped, animals turned their ears to 
listen, fire was showered on devils, and Allah (s.w.t.) said by His greatness, 
“On whatever thing My name will be taken must be blessed.” 


Ibn Masood (r.a.a.) said that whoever wants to be saved from nineteen (19) 
caretakers of Hell should recite Bis-mil-laa hir Rah’ maa nir Ra-h’iim 
which has nineteen letters, one for each caretaker of Hell. In the Hadith, it is 
mentioned that whichever work is not started with Bismillaah is not blessed. 


In Musnad Ahmed and Sunan Dawood, it is stated by Abu Huraira (r.a.a.), Saeed 
bin Zaid (r.a.a.), and Abu Saeed (r.a.a.) that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
said whoever performs ablution without Allah’s name, his ablution is not valid. 


Allah (s.w.t.) is the proper name of our Deity , which is said to be the Greatest 
name (ism-e-Azam) as well. Abu Huraira (r.a.a.) stated that Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.) proclaimed there are ninety nine (99) names of Allah, and whoever 
memorizes them will go to Heaven (Bukh’ari and Muslim). (Exegesis Ibn Kaseer, 
p38-39, vl) 


Bis-mil-laa hir Rah’maa nir Ra-h’iim. (Surah al-Fatih’a, verse 1) 


Meaning: In the name of Allah, the Entirely Merciful, the Especially Merciful 
(1). 
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Q’ur-aanic Supplication for cure and guidance 


Surah Fa-ti-h’a means to start because this is the first Surah in Q’ur-aan. This 
Surah is also called Surah Shifa, shifa means cure from sickness. It is also called 
Surah ar-Ruq’-yah, Ruq’yah means to ‘recite and blow on someone or something.’ 


Abu Saeed Kh’ud-ri (1.a.a.) once cured the chief of a clan from a snake bite by 
reciting this Surah on him. Abu Saeed (r.a.a.) told the Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.) about reciting and blowing this over a person, and the Prophet asked 
him how he knew this is Ruq’yah; this is the greatest Surah of Q’ur-aan 

(Abu Saeed bin Mo-alla, Musnad Ahmed). 


When Surah Fa-ti-ha’ is recited, Allah (s.w.t.) answers on every verse until a 
person recites upto Iyya kana’ buduu wa iyya kanas tai’in, where Allah 
(s.w.t.) says this is between Me and my worshipper, whatever he will ask I will 


grant. (Tirmizi, Musnad Ahmed). 
(Exegesis ibn Kaseer, p28-31, vl)

ma razaq’-tanaa. (Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: By the name of Allah, Oh Allah save us from shaitan (Devil), and 
save from shaitan what (child) you give us. 


The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said, “If due to this mating, the wife becomes pregnant, 
shaitan will never be able to harm that child.” 


(In exegesis of Surah al-Fatih’a, p39, v1)

Meaning: Oh Allah (God) I transgressed a lot upon myself, and there is no one 
but You who can forgive sins, so forgive me from Your forgivingness and have 
mercy on me, surely You are Forgiver and Merciful.

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Q’ur-aanic supplication for blessings 
for here and the Hereafter 


In this supplication, all the blessings of here and the Hereafter have been put 
together; that is in this life being a good Muslim, having good health, good 
spouse and children, and legitimate source of income; also for the Hereafter, 
receiving your book of deeds in your right hand, escaping from Hell, entering 
Paradise, and receiving Allah’s happiness. The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
used to recite this supplication after every mandatory (fard) prayer and used to 
recite this more than any other supplication. Once the Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.) visited a very sick person and asked him if he had been reciting any 
supplications. He replied, “I was asking Allah (s.w.t.) to give me all the 
punishment of the Hereafter in this world.” The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said 
“SubhanAllah, who can bear that”, and told the man to recite this supplication 
instead. He started reciting it and got better (Musnad Ahmed). The Prophet 
Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication between Bani Jamah and 
Rukun Aswad (ibn Majah): 


Rabbana aatina fid dunya h’a-sanataun wa fil aakh’irati h’a-sanataun 
wa q’ina a’zaaban naar. 


(Surah al-Baq’arah, in verse 201) 


Meaning: Our Deity give us in this world (that which is) good and in the 
Hereafter (that which is) good and protect us from the punishment of the Fire 
(201). 

(Surah al-Baq’arah, in verse 201, p282, vl) 
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Supplication at Tahajjud 
(getting up late night and praying) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) when waking up for tahajjud (night prayer) 
used to recite this:

Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said whoever goes to a bazaar or market should 
recite this. Allah (s.w.t.) will bestow 100,000 virtues upon him, and forgive

h’amdu wa huwa a’laa kul-li shai-in Q’adiir. (Tirmizi)

Army of Saul (Talut) recited this supplication for steadfastness when they saw 
the huge army of Goliath (Jalut):

over many of His creations. (In exegesis of Surah Ana’am, p50, v2) 
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Q'ur-aanic supplication (of 
Prophet Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
to turn one’s face towards Allah (s.w.t.) 


Prophet Abraham (a.s.) used to recite this supplication for turning to Allah 
(s.w.t.) and not being among those who associate others with Allah (s.w.t.). 


Inni waj-jahtu waj-hia lil-lazi fataras samaawaati wal-arda ha’nifauw 
wamaaa aa-na minal mushrikiin. (Surah Ana’am, verse 79) 


Meaning: Indeed, I have turned my face [i.e., self] toward He who created the 
heavens and the earth, inclining toward truth, and I am not of those who associate 
others with Allah (God). (Surah Ana’am, p83, v2)

28] Q’ur-aanic Supplication for reassuring that 


our life and death are only for Allah (s.w.t.) 


Allah (s.w.t.) asked the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) to recite this supplication 
so as to reassure that our prayers, our living, and dying is purely for Allah 
(s.w.t.): 


Innanii hadaanii rabbiii ilaa siratim mustaq’iim dinan q’iyyamam 
millata [braahiima h’a-nifa, wama kana minal mushrikiin (161) Q’ul 
inna salatii wa nusukii wa mah’yaya wa mamatii lillahi rabbil a’ala- 
miin(162) La shariika lahuu, wa bi zaalika omirtu wa ana awwalul 
muslimiin(163). (Surah al-An-a’am, in verse 161-163) 


Meaning: “Indeed, my Deity has guided me to a straight path — a correct religion 
— the way of Abraham, inclining toward truth. And he was not among those who 
associated others with Allah” (161) Say, “Indeed, my prayer, my rites of sacrifice, 
my living and my dying are for Allah, Deity of the worlds. (162) No Partner has 
He. And this I have been commanded, and I am the first [among you] of the 


Muslims.”(163) (Surah al-An-a’am, in verse 161-163, p150, v2) 
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Supplication for forgiveness and good manners 


Hazrat Ali (r.a.a.) stated, the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this 
supplication after the prayer (salat) first takbeer (takbeere oola) and sana 
(Subh’anakallah humma wa bi-h’amdika ....) or after the end of prayer: 


Allahumma antal maliku laaa ilaha illaaa anta rabbi wa ana a’bduka 
zalamtu nafsii wa’taraftu bi-zambii fagh’firlii zu-nuubii jamia’! la 
yagh’firuz zunuuba illaaa anta wahdinii li ah’sanil akh’laaq?i la-yahdii 
li-ah’saniha illaaa anta was-rif a’nni sayyi-aha la yasrifu a’nnii sayyi- 
aha illaaa anta tabarakta wa ta-a’a-lyta as-tagh’firuka wa atuubu e- 


lyka. 


Meaning: O Allah You are the Owner, there is no one worthy of worship but 
You, my Deity and I am Your servent, I transgressed upon me and I accept my 
sins. Forgive all my sins, no one forgives sins but You. Show me guidance for 
better manners, no one can guide for good manners but You. Wash my ill 
manners, no one can wash my ill manners but You, You are sacred and You are 


Magnificent. I ask for Your forgiveness and J return to You. 


(In exegesis of Surah al-An-a’am, volume 2, p152) 
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Supplication for protection from Shaitan (Devil) 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah al-A’ raf: 

“[Satan] said, ‘because You have put me in error, I will surely sit in wait for 
them [i.e., mankind] on Your straight path (16) Then I will come to them from 
in front of them and from behind them and from their right and from their left, 
and You will not find most of them grateful [to You]’ (17)” 


(Surah al-A’raf, verse 16-17) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to supplicate for protection from Shaitan 
Iblees (Devil) by reciting this: 


Allahumma inni 4s-alukal dafiyata fid dunyaa wal aakh’irati, Allahumma 
inni 4s-alukal afwa wal-a’afiyata fii dinii wa dun-yaa-ya wa ahlii wa 
malii, Alahummas tur a’uraati wa aaa-min rau-a’atii, Allahummah’- 
faznii min baini yadayya wa min kh’alfii wa 4’n yamiinii wa 4’n 
shimalii wa min fauq’ii wa aa-o’0-zo bi-a’a-za-matika 4n ugh’taala 


min tah’tii. (Abu Dawood) 


Meaning: Oh Allah, I ask You for well-being in the world and hereafter. O Allah, 
I ask You for pardon and well-being in my religious and worldly affairs, and 
my family and my wealth. Oh Allah, veil my weaknesses and set at ease my 
dismay. O Allah, protect me from the front and from behind and right and left, 


and from above, and I seek your protection from Devil’s tricks from below. 


(In exegesis of Surah al-A’raf, p161, v2) 
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Supplication to get rid of sorrow and grief 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) asked to recite this supplication to eradicate 
sorrow and sadness : 


Allahumma innii a’bdu-kab-nu a’bdi-kabnu amatika naasiyatii bi-yadika 
ma-zin fiyya hu’kmuka a’dlun fiyya q’a-zaaaa-ooka 4s-aluka bi-kulli 
ismin huwa laka sammaita bihii nafsaka au 4nzal-tahuu fii kitabika 
au a’l-lam-tahuu ah’a-dim min kh’al-kika awis-ta-sarta bihii fii i’lmil 
gh’aibi i’ndaka 4n taj-a’lal q’ur-aanal a’ziima rabiia’a q’albii wa 


nu-ra sadrii wa jilaaa-aa h’uznii wa zihaba hammii. (Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah, Iam Your servant, offspring of Your servant and maid. My 
forelock (hair above forehead) is in Your hand (that is my life). Your command- 
ments will apply on me. Your judgment about me is just. I ask from You from 
all Your names that You have selected for Yourself or have provided in Your 
book, whether You have taught to Your creation or preferred to keep as secret 
knowledge to Yourself, that You make the Quran peace and light of my heart 
and means of removal of sorrow and worries. 


(In exegesis of Surah al-A’raf, p249, v2) 
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Supplication to keep heart firm on Islam 


Anas bin Malik (r.a.a.) said, the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite 
this supplication: 


Ya muq/’alibal q’uluubi sabbit q’albii a’laa diinika. 
(Bukhari, Muslim) 


Meaning: O changer of hearts keep my heart steadfast on Your religion. 


(in exegesis of Surah al-Anfal, p287, v2) 


& Supplication fo turn the heart towards Allah (s.w.t.) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said the son of Adams’ hearts are like a single 
heart that can be turned to any side, then the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) recited this 
supplication: 


Allahumma mussarifal q’uluubi sarrif q’uluubana ilaa ta-a’a-tika. 


(Bukhari, Muslim) 


Meaning: O Allah, changer of all hearts, turn our hearts to your obedience. 


(In exegesis of Surah al-Anfal, p287, v2) 
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Q’ur-aanic supplication in hard times 


In Surah at-Tawbah Allah (s.w.t.) is addressing to the Prophet Mohammad 
(S.a.w.s.): 


’ 


“if (people you are preaching to) turn away from you then say this,’ 


(Surah at-Tawbah, part of verse 129) 


H’asbi yallaho laaa ilaaha illa huwa, alaihi tawak-kaltu wa huwa 
rabbul a’rshil a’ziim. (Surah at-Tawbah, in verse 129) 


Meaning: Sufficient for me is Allah; there is no deity except Him, on Him I 
have relied, and He is the Lord of the Great Throne

for asking protection from transgressors 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Yunus mentions the supplication recited by the people 
of Moses (a.s.): 


“And Moses (a.s.) said ‘O my people, if you have believed in Allah, then rely 
upon Him, if you should be Muslim [i.e. submitting to Him]’(84). So they 


(people) said”: (Surah Yunus, verse 84) 
A’lal laahi tawak-kalna rabbana la taj-a’Inaa fitnatal lil-q’au-miz zalimiina (85) 


wa najjina bi-rah’matika minal q’aumil kaafiriin (86) 
(Surah Yunus, in verse 85-86) 


Meaning: Upon Allah do we rely. Our Lord, make us not (objects of) trial for 
the wrongdoing people (85) and save us by Your mercy from the disbelieving 
people (86) (Surah Yunus, in verse 85-86, p468, v2) 
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Supplication (of Prophet Jonah (Yunus) a.s.) 
to suspend the torment of Allah (s.w.t.) 


After the nation of Prophet Jonah (a.s.) did not pay heed to his teachings, the 
Prophet (a.s.) became disappointed and left his nation saying that you all will 
receive the wrath of Allah (s.w.t.) in three days. The people knew that now 
Allah’s wrath was imminent. They went to a scholar and asked for a supplication. 
The scholar told the nation of Jonah (a.s.) to recite this supplication. The people 
came out with all their family members and animals and supplicated for 40 
days. Allah (s.w.t.) bestowed His mercy and removed the wrath from them: 


Ya h’ai-yyo h’iina la h’ai-yya ya h’ai-yyo moh’yil mautaa ya h’ai- 


yyo laaa ilaaha illa Anta. 


Meaning: O the One who will be living when no one will be alive, O the One 
who is ever living and life giver to dead ones, O ever living there is no one 
worthy of worship but You. (In exegesis of Surah Yunus, p475, v2)

@ Q'ur-canic supplication (of Prophet Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
while getting on (his Arc) a ship or boat 


Prophet Noah (a.s.) asked his people before the great flood to board the Arc. 
He then recited this supplication (that should be recited while getting on a ship 
or boat): 


Bismillahi majriiha wa mursaaha, inna rabbii la-Gh’afuurur Rah’iim. 
(Surah Huud, in verse 41) 


Meaning: In the name of Allah is its course and its anchorage. Indeed, my Lord 


is Forgiving and Merciful. 
(Surah Huud, in verse 41, p495, v2) 
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Q'ur-canic Supplication (of Prophet Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
after getting on (his Arc) a ship or a boat 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Mominoon asked Prophet Noah (a.s.): 


“when you and your companions settle properly in the arc then recite this 
supplication: ”’ (in 28) 


Al-h’amdu lillahil lazii najjaana minal q’au-miz zaalimiin (28) Rabbi 
an-zilnii munzalam mubaarakau wa Anta kh’airul munziliin (29) 


Meaning: All prayers are for Allah who saved us from transgressors (28) my 
Deity, provide me a blessed destination and You are the best provider of 


destinations (29). (Surah Mominoon, in verse 28-29) 
(In exegesis of Surah Huud, p496, v2) 
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39) Q’ur-aanic supplications to prevent drowning 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said to his (s.a.w.s.) people that prevention 
from drowning is by reciting this supplication while getting on a boat or ship: 


1) Bismillahi majriihaa wa mursaahaa inna rabbii la-Gh’afuurur 
Rah’ iim. (Surah Huud, in verse 41) 


Meaning: In the name of Allah is its (ship) course and its anchorage. Indeed, 
my Deity is Forgiving and Merciful. (Surah Huud, in verse 41). 


2) Bismillahil maliki wama q’adarul-laha haq’-q’a q’adrihii. 


(Tabarani) 


Meaning: By the name of Allah the owner, and they did not value Allah the way 
He was supposed to be valued. (In exegesis of Surah Huud, p496,v2) 
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@ Q'ur-canic supplication (of Prophet Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
for forgiveness and Allah’s (s.w.t.) protection 
And Noah (a.s.) called to his Lord and said: 


“My Lord, indeed my son is of my family; and indeed, Your promise is true; and 
You are the most just of judges! (45) He said, O Noah, indeed he is not of your 
family, indeed, he is (one whose) work was other than righteous, so ask Me not 
for that about which you have no knowledge. Indeed, I advise you, lest you be 
among the ignorant.” (Surah Huud, verse 45-46), then Noah (a.s.) recited this 
supplication: 


Rabbi inniii aa-o’o-zubika 4n 4As-alaka ma laisa lii bihii P?'1-mun wa 
illa tagh’firlii wa tarh’am-niii aakum minal kh/’aasiriin. 


(Surah Huud, verse 47 partly) 


Meaning: My Lord, I seek refuge in You from asking that of which I have no 
knowledge, And unless You forgive me and have mercy upon me, I will be 


among the losers. (Surah Huud, in verse 47, p 498, v2) 
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@ Q'ur-canic supplication (of Zulekha) 
for protection from Nafs (ego and selfness) 


Zulekha, the wife of Azeez (Governor) of Egypt tried to seduce Prophet Joseph 
(Yusuf a.s.), but Prophet Joseph (a.s.) was able to resist her temptation by the 
mercy of Allah (s.w.t.). After that, Zulekha repented and supplicated as follows 
(this is for men and women both): 


Wa maaa obarrio nafsii innan nafsa la ammaaratum bissuuuu-ii illa 
ma rah’ima rabbii, inna rabbi Gh’ afuurur Ra-h iim. 
(Surah Yusuf, verse 53) 


Meaning: And I do not acquit myself. Indeed, the soul is a persistent enjoiner 
of evil, except those upon which my Lord has mercy. Indeed, my Lord is 
Forgiving and Merciful. 

(Surah Yusuf, verse 53, p2, v3) 
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@ Q'ur-canic supplication (of Prophet Jacob (Yaq'uub) a.s.) 
for seeking protection of Allah (s.w.t.) 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Yusuf says: 


So when they (Brothers of Yusuf (Joseph a.s.) returned to their father, they said, 
‘O our father, (further) measure has been denied to us, so send with us our 
brother (Binyamin) (that) we will be given measure. And indeed, we will be his 
guardians’ (63) He (Prophet Jacob (Yaq’uub) a.s.) said, ‘Should I entrust you 
with him except (under coercion) as I entrusted you with his brother (Prophet 
Joseph (Yusuf) a.s.) before?’ (part of 64), 


And after that Prophet Jacob (a.s.) supplicated as: 


Fallahu kh’ai-run haafizaun wa hu-wa 4arh’a-mur rah’i-miin. 


(Surah Yusuf, in verse 64) 


Meaning: So Allah is the best guardian, and He is the most Merciful of the 


merciful. (Surah Yusuf, in verse 64, p5, v3). 
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® Q'ur-aanic supplication (of Prophet Jacob (Yaq'uub) a.s.) 
for solely depending upon Allah (s.w.t.) 


Prophet Jacob (a.s.) recited this supplication while sending Prophet Joseph’s 
(Yusuf a.s.) brother, Binyamin, with his ten other sons to Egypt to get measure 


(grain): 


Innil H’ukmu illa lillahii, a’laihi tawakkal-tu, wa a’laihi fal-yata- 
wakkalil muta-wakkiluun. (Surah Yusuf, in verse 67) 


Meaning: The decision is only for Allah, Upon Him I have relied, and upon 
Him let those who would rely (indeed) rely. (Surah Yusuf, in verse 67, p6, v3) 
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44) Q'ur-aanic Supplication (of Prophet Joseph (Yusuf) a.s.) 
to die as a Muslim and be among pious people 


When Prophet Joseph (a.s.) received the prophethood and kingship, all his 
sorrow was over, he (a.s.) also got reunited with his parents and brothers, then 
he recited this supplication: 


Rabbi q’Ad aatai-tanii minal mulki wa a’llam-tanii min taawilil ah’a- 
diisi, fatiras samawati wal 4rdi, Anta wali-yii fid dunya wal aa-kh’i- 
rati, tawaffanii muslimaun wa 4l-hiq’nii bis-saulihiin. 


(Surah Yusuf, verse 101) 


Meaning: My Lord, you have given me (something) of sovereignty and taught 
me of the interpretation of dreams. Creator of the Heavens and Earth, You are 
my protector in this world and the Hereafter. Cause me to die a Muslim and 
join me with the righteous. 


(Surah Yusuf, verse 101, p16, v3) 
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45) Supplication for cure from sickness 


Abdullah bin Masood (r.a.a.) stated that exorcism and demonography are shirk 
(association with Allah s.w.t.). Then he (r.a.a.) provided this supplication that 
was taught to him (r.a.a.) by the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s) for cure from 
sicknesses: 


Az-hibil baasa rabb4n naasi ishfi Antash shaafii la shifaaaa-aa illa 
shifaaaa-ooka shifa-a4l laa yu-gh’a-diru saq’a-man. (Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: Eradicate the suffering O Deity of humans, provide cure You are the 
Curer, there is no cure but cure from You, provide such a cure that illness does 
not return. 


(In exegesis of Surah Yusuf, p20, v3) 
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Supplication for virtues and augury 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said I am very much afraid about you 
regarding hidden shiirk (association with Allah (s.w.t.)) like hypocrisy and 
thinking that other than Allah (s.w.t.) controls destiny and fate. The Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) said if you return from your task with bad notion and augury then you 
performed shiirk. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said that avoid and nullify the shiirk 
by reciting this supplication: 


Allahumma la kh’ai-ra illa khai’ru-ka wa la taira illa tairu-ka walaa 
ilaa-ha gh’ai-ruka. (Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: Oh Allah there is no goodness other than Your goodness, and there 
is no portent other than Your portent, and there is no one worthy of worship 


except You. (In exegesis of Surah Yusuf, p21, v3) 
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47) Supplication to avoid shiirk 
(associating someone with Allah s.w.t.) 


Abu Musa Ash-a’ry (1.a.a.) said that one day the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
delivered a sermon and said, people should avoid associating someone with 
Allah (s.w.t.), even if that association is sometimes more hidden than an ant’s 
crawl. Upon asking as how to avoid that, the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) told them to 
recite this supplication: 


Allahumma inna na-oo’zo-bika an noshrika bika shai-an na’lamohuu 
wa nas-tagh’firuka mimma la na’lamu. 
(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: Oh Allah we seek Your protection from associating anything from 
You that we know, and ask Your forgiveness (if we associate anything with You) 
that we do not know. (In exegesis of Surah Yusuf, p 21, v3) 
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48) Supplication to avoid the evilness of Shaitan (Devil) 
and your nafs (inner self) 


Abu Bakr Siddique (r.a.a.) asked the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) for a 
supplication that he can recite morning to evening and while going to sleep. 
The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said to recite this: 


Allahumma fatiras samaawati wal-ardi a’alimal gh’ai-bi wash-shahadati 
rabba kulli shai-iun wa maliikahuu Aash-ha-do 4l-la ilaaha illa Anta 
aa-oo’zu-bika min sharri nafsii wa min shar-rish shaitani wa shiirkihii. 


(Tirmizi, Abu Dawood) 


Meaning: Oh Allah, creator of heavens and earth, knower of hidden and open, 
Deity and owner of everything, I bear witness that there is no one worthy of 
worship except you, I seek Your refuge from evil within me and evil of Shaitan 


(Devil) and associating him. 


(In exegesis of Surah Yusuf, p 21, v3) 
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49) Supplication when there is thunder and lightning 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication during thunder 
and lightning: 


Allahumma la taq’-tulna bi-gh’a-za-bika wa la tuh-lik-na_ bi-a’a-zabi- 
ka wa a’a-fina q’abla zalika. 


(Tirmizi) 


Meaning: O Allah do not kill us with Your anger and do not destroy us with 
Your wrath and save us before this (wrath and kill) happens. 


(In exegesis of Surah Rad, p 33, v3) 
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Q’ur-aanic supplication 
(of Prophet Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
for Makkah to be a city of peace 


The blessed city of Makkah was built on the oneness of Allah (s.w.t.). Its first 
builder, Prophet Abraham (a.s.), prayed for this city to be with peace. He recited 
this supplication while leaving his son Prophet Ishmael (Ismaeel a.s.) and his 
wife Hajirah (a.ha.s.) in a desert where the Ka’ba was built: 


Rabbij-a’] haazal balada aaminau waj-nubnii wa baniyya an na’budal 
as-naam (35) Rabbi inna-hunna 4z-lal-na kasiiram minan-naas, fa-man 
tabi-a’nii fa-inna-huu minnii, wa man a’saanii fa-innaka Gh’a-fuurur 
Rah’iim (36). 

(Surah Ibraheem, in verse 35-36) 


Meaning: My Lord, make this city (i.e. Mecca) secure and keep me and my 
sons away from worshiping idols (35) My Lord, indeed they have led astray 
many among the people. So whoever follows me, then he is of me (1.e. of my 
religion). And whoever disobeys me — indeed, You are [yet] Forgiving and 
Merciful (36). 


(Surah Ibraheem, in verse 35-36, p78, v3) 
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Q’ur-aanic supplication 
(of Prophet Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
for establishment of prayers (salat) and abundance of fruit in Makkah 


Prophet Abraham (a.s.) recited this supplication after the blessed city of Makkah 
was built and populated. He prayed for Muslims to establish prayers (salat) 
and asked Allah (s.w.t.) to provide fruits to this city. 


Rabbanaa inniii 4skantu min zurri-yatii bi-wadin gh’ai-ri zii zar-i’n 
i’n-da baiti-kal mu-h’arrami rabbana li-yu-q’ii-mus salaata faj-a’] 4f- 
e-datam minan-naasi tahviii iilai-him war-zuq’-hum minas samaraati 
Ja-a’lla-hum yash-kuruun (37). 


(Surah Ibraheem, verse 37) 


Meaning: Our Lord, I have settled some of my descendants in an uncultivated 
valley near Your sacred House, our Lord, that they may establish prayer, so 
make hearts among the people incline toward them and provide for them from 
the fruits that they might be grateful (37). 


(Surah Ibraheem, verse 37, p79, v3) 
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Qur’-canic Supplication of 
(Prophet Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
for offspring and parents 


Prophet Abraham (a.s.) thanked Allah (s.w.t.) for all his sons, and prayed for 
himself and his offspring to establish salat, and for Allah to forgive his parents 
and all Muslims. 


Rabbanaa innaka ta’lamu ma nukh’fii wama no’lin, wa ma yakh’- 
faa a’lallaahi min shai-in fil ardi wa la fis samaaaa-e (38)Al-h’Amdu- 
lilla-hil lazi wa haba lii a’lal kibari Ismaa-iila wa Is-h’aaq’, inna rabbii 
la-samii-ud duaaaa (39) Rabbij a’l-nii muq’ii-mas slaati wa min 
zurriyatii, Rabbana wata-q’ab-bal du-aaaa (40) Rabba-nagh’ firlii 
waliwaali-dayya wa lil-mominiina yauma ya-q’uu-mul h’i-saab (41). 
(Surah Ibraheem, verse 38-41) 


Meaning: Our Lord, indeed You know what we conceal and what we declare, 
and nothing is hidden from Allah on the Earth or in the Heaven (38) Praise to 
Allah, who has granted to me in old age Ishmael and Isaac. Indeed, my Lord 
is the Hearer of supplication (39) My Lord, make me an establisher of Prayer, 
and [many] from my descendants. Our Lord, and accept my supplication (40) 
Our Lord, forgive me and my parents and the believers the Day the account is 
established (41). 


(Surah Ibraheem, verse 38-41, p80, v3) 
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Supplication for avoiding of miserliness, 
laziness, old age issues, and torment of grave 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah Nah’al: 


And Allah created you; then He will take you in death. And among you is he 

who is reversed to the most decrepit [old] age so that he will not know, after 

[having had] knowledge, a thing. Indeed, Allah is Knowing and Competent. 
(Surah Nah’al, verse 70) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication to seek 
protection of Allah (s.w.t.) from above mentioned tests: 


Aa-o’ozu-bika minal bokh’li wa4l-kasali wal-harami wa arzalil o’mori 
wa a’zaabil q’abri wa fitnatid dajjali wa fitnatil mah’yaa wal mamati. 
(Sahih Bukhari) 


Meaning: I seek Your protection from miserliness and laziness and old age and 
decrepitness and torment of the grave and test of Dajjal (anti-Christ) and test 
of life and death. 


(In exegesis of Surah Nah’al, p130, v3) 
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Qur’-canic Supplication to ask mercy for parents 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah bani Israel teaches the manners to deal with parents as: 


“And your Deity has decreed that you not worship except Him, and to parents, 
good treatment. Whether one or both of them reach old age [while] with you, 
say not to them [so much as] “uff” [an expression of dispproval or irritation], 
and do not repel them but speak to them a noble word (23) And lower to them 
the wing of humility out of mercy and say, 


Rabbir h’4m-humaa kamaa rabba-yaanii sagh’iiraa. 
(Surah bani Israel, in verse 24) 


Meaning: My Deity, have mercy upon them as they brought me up_ [when I 
was] small. (Surah bani Israel (al-Isra), in verse 24, p194, v3) 
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55) Supplication while returning from a journey 


During the Battle of Taif, Shawwal 8th HJ, The siege of Fort of Taif became 
prolonged, and the Muslims were being showered by arrows and pieces of hot 
iron from the Fort. The people of Taif had stored a whole year’s supply of food, 
so the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) asked Nofil bin Maa’via Al-Deli for his 
opinion. Nofil said “The fox is in her hole and if you stand firm you will be 
able to capture her, but if you leave she will not harm you.” Listining to this the 
Prophet (s.a.w.s.) ordered an end to the siege and while Muslims were leaving, 
The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) recited this supplication: 

(Tabqat ibn Saad, p293,v1) 


Aa-e-buuna ta-e-buuna a’a-biduuna li-rabbina h’a-miduuna. 


Meaning: (We are) returner, repenter, prayer offerers, praiser of our Allah. 


(In exegesis of Surah bani Israel (al-Isra), p196, v3) 
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Qur’-canic Supplication when starting a journey 


Hasan Basri (r.a.) said that when the polytheists of Mecca decided to kill or 
capture the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.), Allah (s.w.t.) ordered the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) to migrate to Madina. Ibn Abbas (r.a.a.) said the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) 
was in Mecca and he was asked by Allah (s.w.t.) to migrate to Madina and the 
verses (Surah bani Israel, 80-81) were revealed (Musnad Ahmed), verse 80 is a 
supplication before starting a journey: 


Rabbi adkh’ilnii mud-kh’ala sidq’iun wa akh’rijnii mukh’raja sidq’iun 
waj-a’l lii milla-dunka sulta-nan nasira. 


(Surah bani Israel (al-Isra), in verse 80) 


Meaning: My Lord, cause me to enter a sound entrance and to exit a sound exit 
and grant me from Yourself a supporting authority. 


(Surah bani Israel, in verse 80, p222, v3) 
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@ Supplication to avoid sorrow and sickness 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) saw a person who was in bad shape. Upon 
inquiry, the man said that sickness and losses have turned him into his present 
condition. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said to him, “Shouldn’t I tell you a supplication 
to change your condition?” Abu Hurairah (r.a.a) was there too. He asked the 
Prophet (s.a.w.s.) to tell him the supplication. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) told him 
to recite this supplication. Thereafter Abu Hurairah (r.a.a.) started reciting 
this, and later reported to the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) that his condition improved by 
reciting this supplication: 


Fawakkaltu a’lal h’ai-yil lazii la yamuu-tu 4l-h’4mdu lillahil lazii 14m 
yattakh’iz waladan. 
(Abu Ya’la) 


Meaning: I trusted upon the One who is alive and does not die, all praises are 
for the One who does not have a son. 


(In exegesis of Surah bani Israel (al-Isra), p237, v3) 
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58) Supplication for a righteous heart, a truthful tongue, 
and blessed knowledge 


Shaddad bin Aus (1.a.a.) was traveling and he stopped at one place and said that 
I have heard from the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) that when people start 
collecting gold and silver, then recite this supplication in abundance: 


Allahumma inniii 4s-alukas subaata fil-a’mri wal a’-zii-mata a’lar 
rosh-di wa 4s-aluka shokra ne’matika wa as-aluka h’us-na i’baa-datika 
wa 4s-aluka q’al-ban saliimaun wa 4s-aluka lisaanan sadiq’aun wa 
as-aluka min kh’airi ma ta’la-mu wa aa-o’ozu-bika min sharri ma 
ta’la-mu wa 4s-tagh’-firuka lima ta’la-mu innaka Anta a’l-lamul gh’u- 
yuub. (Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: Oh Allah, I ask from You steadfastness in my work, and full intention 
of righteous deeds and thankfulness of Your bounties. And I request from You 
to give me a righteous heart and a truthful tongue. I request for whatever 
goodness You know and seek Your refuge from whatever evil You know and I 
seek forgiveness from every evil You know, for indeed You are Knower of all 
hidden. (In exegesis of Surah Kahaf, p256, v3) 
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59) Supplication for help from Allah (s.w.t.) 


The ‘Soor’ is a horn in which Archangel Raphael (Israfeel) (a.s.) will blow on the Day 
of Judgment. The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) stated, “How can I sit in comfort when 
I know that Archangel Raphael (a.s.) has positioned himself to blow the horn?” The 
Archangel Raphael has his mouth on the horn and bent down, his attention is towards 
the order of Allah (s.w.t.) to blow the horn. The people asked the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) how 
they could best protect themselves. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) asked them to recite this 
supplication: 


H’as-bunal-lahu wa ne’-mal wakiilu a’alal lahi tawakkalnaa. — (Tabarani) 


Meaning: Allah (s.w.t.) is enough for us and He is the best helper, we have 
trusted Allah (s.w.t.). (In exegesis of Surah Kahaf, p281, v3) 
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@ Q'ur-canic supplication (of Prophet Moses (Musa) a.s.) 
to open one’s heart for knowledge, 
ease in task of religion (dawah), and cure a stutter 


Allah (s.w.t.) bestowed two miracles to Prophet Moses (a.s.), a staff and a bright 
shining hand, and decreed him (a.s.) to go to the Pharaoh and remind him of 
His blessings and make him afraid of His torments. Allah (s.w.t.) said ‘Pharaoh 
has been disobedient for 400 years but I did not make him sick, aged, or 
dependent of others, and he claimed to be a god.” When Prophet Moses (a.s.) 
received the order from Allah (s.w.t.), he supplicated for help due to his stutter. 
In his childhood, Prophet Moses (a.s.) was offered dates and embers to test if 
he was the child the prophecies claimed would come and destroy the Pharaoh. 
Prophet Moses (a.s.) put the ember in his mouth, which was the cause of his 
stutter. 


Rabbish rah’lii sadrii (25) wa yas-sir-liii 4mrii (26) wah’-lul u’q’-datam 
mil lisaanii (27) yaf-q’ahuu q’aulii (28) waj-a’l-lii waziiram min ahlii 
(29) Haruuna akh’ish-dud bihii 4zrii (30-31) wa ashrik-hu fiii amrii 
(32) kai nussab-bi-h’aka kasiiraun (33) wa nazkuraka kasira (34) innaka 


kunta bina basiira (35). 
(Surah Ta-Ha, verses 25-35) 


Meaning: “My Lord, expand [1.e. relax] for me my breast [with assurance] (25) 
And ease for me my task (26) And untie the knot from my tongue (27) That 
they may understand my speech (28) And appoint for me a minister [i.e. assistant] 
from my family — (29) Aaron, my brother (30) Increase through him my strength 
(31) And let him share my task (32) That we may exalt You much (33) And 
remember You much (34) Indeed, You are of us ever Seeing” (35). 


(Surah Ta-Ha , verse in 25-35, p 328, v3) 
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Supplication (of Prophet Moses (Musa) a.s.) 
when going to a tyrant (Pharaoh) 


Abdullah (1.a.a.) said that Prophet Moses (a.s.) asked Allah (s.w.t.) to teach a 
supplication that he can recite while going to see the Pharaoh. Allah (s.w.t.) 
asked him to recite “hiaa sharia hiaa” which in Arabic translated as: 


Aa-nal h’ai-yu q’abla kulli shai-youn wal h’ai-yu ba’da kulli shai-in. 


Meaning: I am the only one who existed before everyone and will exist after 
everyone. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ta-Ha, p342, v3)

62) Supplication while putting dirt on a grave 


It is narrated in Sunan that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) told his companions 
to recite this supplication when putting dirt on a grave during the burial: 


Putting first handful of dirt: 

Minhaa kh’alaq’-naakum. 

Meaning: We (Allah s.w.t.) created you from this. 
Putting second handful of dirt: 

Wa fiiha nu-i’i-dukum. 

Meaning: and We (Allah swt) return everyone in it. 


Putting third handful of dirt: 


Wa minha nukh’ri-ju-kum taratan okh’raa. 


Meaning: and We (Allah swt) will raise you out of this a second time. 
(Abu Dawood, Mustadrak Hakim) (In exegesis of Surah Ta-Ha, p344, v3) 
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® Q’ ur-canic Supplication for increase in knowledge 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite Q’ur-aan with Archangel 
Gabriel (Gibraeel) with haste as to memorize it. Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah 
Ta-Ha: 


“[O Mohammad], do not hasten with [recitation of] the Q’ur-aan before its 
revelation is completed to you, and say, 


Rabbi zidnii i’l-maa. 
(Surah Ta-Ha, in verse 114) 


Meaning: My Deity, increase me in knowledge. 
(Surah Ta-Ha, in verse 114, p357, v3) 


After this verse, the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) was at ease that the revelations 
he received would always be memorized by him (s.a.w.s.), as Allah (s.w.t.) 
promised.

@ Supplication for increase in knowledge 
and beneficial knowledge 


In Ibn Maja and Tirmizi this supplication of the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
is narrated for increase in knowledge: 


Allahumman fa’-nii bima a’llamtanii wa a’llimnii ma yanfa-o’onii wa 
zidnii i’lman wal-h’aAmdu lillahi a’ala kulli h’alin wa aa-o’uu-zu bil- 
lahi min h’ali aahlin naar. 

(Ibn Maja upto ‘h’alin’ and Tirmizi) 


Meaning: O Allah (s.w.t.) provide me benefit from my knowledge and provide 
me knowledge that benefits me, and increase my knowledge, and in all conditions 
the praises are for Allah (s.w.t.), and I seek protection of Allah (s.w.t.) from the 


condition of the people of fire. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ta-Ha, p357, v3) 
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65) Q'ur-canic supplication (of Prophet Jonah (Yunus) a.s.) 
when in suffering 


When Prophet Jonah (a.s.) became disappointed with his nation, became angry 
and left them saying, “You all will receive Allah’s (s.w.t.) wrath in three days.” 
The people replied, “We are not afraid of your threat.” However, when the sky 
began to turn red like fire, all the townspeople went towards a jungle and started 
asking for forgiveness from Allah (s.w.t.). Their accepted repentance veered 
away the punishment of Allah (s.w.t.). On the other hand, Prophet Jonah (a.s.) 
boarded a boat after warning his nation about the wrath of Allah (s.w.t.). A 
storm developed, causing the boat to start sinking. The captain asked the 
passengers to lighten their loads. People began throwing their belongings 
overboard, but the boat kept rocking. Finally, they decided that they would 
draw names, and whose ever name was drawn would be cast overboard. Prophet 
Jonah’s (a.s.) name was picked, so they drew names again because they knew 
him to be a pious person. When Prophet Jonah’s (a.s.) name was drawn three 
times, he jumped into the ocean by himself. A big whale swallowed him. 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah as-Saffaat: 


“[Mention] when he ran away to the laden ship (140) And he drew lots and 
was among the losers (141) And the fish swallowed him, while he was blameworthy 
[for having given up hope on his people prematurely and having left them 
without permission from Allah] (142) And had he not been of those who exalt 
Allah (143) He would have remained inside its belly until the Day they are 
resurrected (144) But We threw him onto open shore while he was ill (145)” 

(Gs-Saffaat, verse 140-145) 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah al-Anbiya: 


“And [mention] the man of the fish [i.e. Jonah], when he went off in anger, and 
thought that We would not decree [anything] upon him. And he called out within 
the darknesses (87)”’ 


The Prophet Jonah (a.s.) used to recite this supplication when inside the fish 
(whale). Allah (s.w.t.) accepted his (a.s.) call and rescued him from the belly 
of the fish. 


Laa e-laaha illaa Anta subh’aanaka innii kun-tu min4z-zaalimiin. 
(Surah Anbiya, verse 87) 


Meaning: There is no Deity except You; exalted are You. Indeed, I have been 
of the wrongdoers.” (Surah Anbiya, in verse 87, p394, v3) 
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Q’ur-aanic supplication 
(of Prophet Zachariya (Zakariya) a.s.) for having a child 
The Prophet Zachariya (a.s.) supplicated in seclusion for a child who would 


also become a prophet after him. Allah (s.w.t.) accepted the supplication, and 
Prophet Zachariya (a.s.) had a son, named John the Baptist (Yahya a.s.). 


Rabbi laa tazarnii fardaun wa Anta kh’airul-warisiin. 
(Surah Anbiya, in verse 89) 


Meaning: My Deity, do not leave me alone [with no heir], while You are the 
best of inheritors. (Surah Anbiya, in verse 89, p396, v3)

@ Verses while sacrificing an animal 


Jabir (1.a.a.) narrated that I prayed Eid Prayer with the Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.). After the prayer, two sheep were brought to him and the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) laid them towards the Ka’ba and recited this prayer while sacrificing 
them. He first recited: 


Inni wajjahtu waj-hia lillazi fataras samaawaati wal-arda h’anifaun wamaaa 
anaa minal mushrikiina inna salaatii wa nusukii wa mah’-yaya wa 
mamatii lillahi rabbil a’alimiina la shariika lahuu wa bizaalika omirtu 
wa anaa awwalul muslimiina, allaahumma minka wa laka 4’n 
Mohammadiun wa ommatihii. (Abu Dawood, Tirmizi) 


Then recited Bismillahi wallahu Akb4r and sacrificed the animals. 


Meaning: And I turned my face to Him who created the heaven and earth from 
nothing. I am attentive to Him and I am not among polytheists. For sure my 
prayers and sacrifices and life and death are for Allah (s.w.t.) who is the Deity 
of the whole universe. He has no partner, and I follow what I have been decreed. 
And I am among first Muslims. Oh Allah (s.w.t.) from You and for You whatever 
is towards Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) and his nation. 


Then he said,“With the name of Allah (s.w.t.) and Allah (s.w.t.) is Great,” and 
sacrificed the animals. 


Note : Whoever is doing the sacrifice should say his name instead of 
Mohammadiun wa ommatihii. (In exegesis of Surah Hajj, p425, v3) 
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Supplication for bounties from Allah (s.w.t.) 


It is narrated in Nasaii, Tirmizi, and Musnad Ahmed that when the Prophet 
Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) would receive revelations, there would be a low pitch 
sound like honeybees flying around. Once when a similar episode ended, the 
Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) turned his face towards the Ka’ba and raised both 
of his hands and recited: 


Allahumma zidnaa wala tanq’usnaa wa akrimnaa wala tuhinna wa 
aa’-tina wala tuh’rimnaa wa aa-sirnaa wala tu-sir a’alaina wardi 
a’nnaa wa 4rdinaa. (Nasaii, Tirmizi, Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: Oh Allah, increase for us not decrease, make us respectful not 
disrespectful, provide us bounties do not deprive us, select us over others not 


others on us, be happy with us and make us happy. 


(In exegesis of Surah Mominoon, p446, v3) 


Then the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said that 11 verses had been revealed upon him 
(Surah Mominoon, verse | to 11) and that whoever is steadfast on these, would 
enter Paradise. He then recited those verses. 
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® Q’ur-aanic supplication (of Prophet Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
for asking Allah’s help when people are tormenting you 


Noah (a.s.) became a prophet when he was 480 years old, and he preached to 
his nation towards Islam for 120 years. When his nation continuously kept 
tormenting and mocking him, even after so many years of preaching, Noah 
(a.s.) became disappointed and asked Allah (s.w.t.) for His help against the 
transgressors. Allah (s.w.t.) asked him to build an ark, Noah (a.s.) was 600 
years old at that time. In the great flood, all transgressors died who were decreed 
to die. There were a total 80 people in the ark who stayed safe in the flood. 
Noah (a.s.) lived for 350 years after the incident of the flood 

(Tabqat Ibn Saad, p 57, Vol 1). 


Prophet Noah (a.s.) supplicated as: 
Rabbin surnii bimaa kazza-buun. (Surah Mominoon, in verse 26) 


Meaning: Oh my Deity help me over these people who are denying me. 


(Surah Mominoon, in verse 26, p454, v3) 
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@ Q’ur-aanic supplication (of Prophet Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
for salvation from transgressors 


Noah (a.s.) became Prophet when he was 480 years old. He preached to his nation for 
120 years, but got disappointed because of their continuous denial of the message of 
Islam, so he (a.s.) finally supplicated to Allah (s.w.t.) for help. Noah (a.s.) lived for 350 
years after the great flooding and died at the age of 950 (Tabgat Ibn Saad, Vol 1, p 57). Allah 
(s.w.t.) asked Noah (a.s.) to construct a ship as mentioned in Surah Mominoon: 


So We inspired to him, “Construct a ship under Our observation and Our inspiration, 
and when our command comes and the oven overflows, put into it (i.e. the ship) from 
each [creature] two mates and your family, except those for whom the decree (of 
destruction) has proceeded. And do not address Me concerning those who have wronged; 
indeed, they are to be drowned (27) And when you have boarded the ship, you and those 
with you, then say (in 28)” 


Al-h’amdu lilla-hil lazi najjaanaa minal q’aumiz zaalimiin (28) Rabbi 
anzilnii munzalam mubaarakaun wa anta kh’airul munziliin (29). 


(Surah Mominoon, in verse 28-29) 


Meaning: All the Praises to Allah (s.w.t.) who has saved us from wrongdoing 
people (28) My Lord, let me land at a blessed landing place, and You are the 
best to accommodate [us](29). 

(Surah Mominoon, in verse 28-29, p 454, v3) 
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@ Q’ur-aanic supplication for protection from wrath decreed 
for transgressors 


Allah (s.w.t.) said to the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) that if there are hardships 
due to the wrongdoings of transgressors, and if Allah (s.w.t.) promises to bring 
wrath upon the wrongdoers and we are around them, we should ask Allah (s.w.t.) 
to save us from His wrath by reciting: 


Rabbi imma turi-yannii maa yuu-a’aduun (93) Rabbi falaa taj-a’Inii 
fil q’aumiz zaalimiin (94). 


(Surah Mominoon, in verse 93-94) 


Meaning: My Deity, if You should show me that which they are promised (93 
partly) My Deity, then do not place me among the wrongdoing people (94). 
(Surah Mominoon, in verse 93-94, p 468, v3)

Q'ur-canic supplication to be protected 
from the promptings of the Devil (Shaitaan) 


Allah (s.w.t.) advises us to get rid of sins by doing righteous deeds. This way, 
wrongdoings can be avoided and righteousness can be spread, then Allah (s.w.t.) 
teaches this supplication to protect us from the Devil: 


Rabbi aa-o’ozu-bika min hamazaatish sha-yaatiin (97) wa aa-o’ozubika 
rabbi ain yah’-zuruun (98). 


(Surah Mominoon, in verse 97-98) 


Meaning: My Deity, I seek refuge in You from the incitements of the devils 
(97) And I seek refuge in You, my Deity, lest they be present with me (98). 


(Surah Mominoon, in verse 97-98, p468, v3)

Supplication to be protected from the promptings 
of the Devil (Shaitaan) 


Allah (s.w.t.) has given the Devil the power to whisper in our hearts, and it is 
in Allah’s (s.w.t.) power to protect us from the Devil’s whispers. The Prophet 
Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication in his prayers to be protected 
from the harms of the Devil. 


Aa-o’o0zu billahis samii-i’] a’aliimi minash shaitaanir rajiimi min 
hamzihii wa nafkh’ihii wa nafsihii. (Ibn Maja) 


Meaning: I seek refuge of Allah (s.w.t.) who is all Hearer and all Knower, from 
Devil outcast, from his mischiefs and his blows and his whispers. 


(In exegesis of Surah Mominoon, p469, v3) 
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@ Supplication to avoid old age 
complications and bad death 


Reciting Allah’s (s.w.t.) name before doing any action prevents the participation 
of the Devil in that act. Before eating, drinking, mating, sacrificing animals, 
and other acts, Allah’s (s.w.t.) name should be recited. In Abu Dawood, this 
supplication of the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) has been reported: 


Allahumma iniii aa-o’ozubika minal harami wa aa-o’ozubika minal 
hadami wa minal gh’araq’i wa aa-o’ozubika ain yata-kh’ab-bata-nish 
shaitaanu i’ndal mauti. 

(Abu Dawood) 


Meaning: Oh Allah! I ask your protection from bad aging, death by being 
compressed under something, and drowning. And I seek your protection from 
the Devil straying me away at the time of death. 


(In exegesis of Surah Mominoon, p469, v3) 
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Supplication to get rid of insomnia 


(sickness of sleep disorder) 


It’s narrated in Musnad Ahmed that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) once 
taught how to get rid of insomnia. Ibn Omer (r.a.a.) used to teach this to his 
children when they grew older; for younger kids, who were not able to memorize 
it, he used to hang this around their neck. 


Bismillahi aa-o’ozu_ bi-kalimaa-tillaahit taam-maati min gh’azabihii wa 
Vi-q’aa-bihii wa min sharri Vibaadihii wa min hamazaatish shaiya- 
tiini wa ain yah’-zuruun. (Musnad Ahmed) 
Meaning: With the name of Allah, I seek rufuge from Your wrath and anger

It’s narrated in Ibn Hatim that a sick man visited Abdullah bin Masood (r.a.a.) 
who was being harassed by a genie. Abdullah bin Masood (r.a.a.) recited these 
verses in his ear, and that person got better. When this incident was mentioned 
to the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.), the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) asked Abdullah bin 
Masood (r.a.a.), “What did you recite in that person’s ear ? ” Abdullah (1.a.a.) 
told the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) the verse he recited. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) replied to 
Abdullah bin Masood (r.a.a.),“You burned the genie by this verse, by Allah 
(s.w.t.) if anyone with belief recites this verse on a mountain, that mountain will 
move from its place.” 


Afa-h’asibtum Annamaa kh’alaq’naakum a’abasaun wa annakum 
elainaa la turja-o’on (115) Fata-dalal lahul malikul haq’q’u, laa-iilaaha

The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said that my ummah’s (nation’s) safety from 
drowning is by reciting this while boarding a boat or ship: 


Bismillahil malikil h’aq’-q’i “wa ma q’adaruul-laaha h’4q’-q’a q’adrihii 
wal-ardu jamii-4’n q’ab-zatuhuu yaumal q’iyaamati was-samaawaatu

(Surah az-Zumar, in verse 67)

Meaning: My Deity, forgive and have mercy, and You are the best of the merciful. 
(Surah Mominoon, in verse 118, p 475, v3) 
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Supplication (of Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
after returning from Taif) for refuge in Allah (s.w.t.) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) went to Taif with Zaid bin Harisah (r.a.a.) 
in joth Nabvi to convey the message of Islam to the people over there. They 
did not listen to the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) and had their kids follow the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) and throw rocks at him (s.a.w.s.) that caused him (s.a.w.s) to start 
bleeding. He (s.a.w.s.) got injured and his (s.a.w.s.) holy shoes were filled with 
blood. Zaid bin Harisah (r.a.a.), who was protecting the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) with 
his body from the rocks being thrown at him (s.a.w.s.), also suffered many 
injuries to his head. At that moment, the angel Gabriel (a.s.) came with the 
angel of the mountains to the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) and said,“If you want, this angel 
of the mountains can grind the city of Taif between two mountains.” The Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) forbade this and said,“No! Rather, I pray that Allah (s.w.t.) blesses 
their children to be Muslims and worship Allah (s.w.t.) alone. Even though 
they have rejected Islam, I pray that Allah (s.w.t.) blesses their progeny to be 
Muslim.” After the people of Taif refused and injured him (s.a.w.s), The Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) Supplicated for them by reciting: 


Aa-o’ozu_ bi-nuuri wajhikal laziii 4sh-ra-q’a4t lahuz zulumaatu wa 
salah’a a’alaihi 4mrud dunya wal-aakh’i-rati Ainya-h’illa bii gh’aza-

Once this supplication is recited, the Devil 
says, ‘This person got saved from my evilness for an entire day.” 


Aa-o’ozu billaahil a’aziimi wa bi-wajhihil kariimi wa sultanihil q’adiimi 


minash shaitanir rajiim. (Bukhari) 


Meaning: I seek refuge of Allah the Great and His merciful face and His 
everlasting kingdom from the Accursed Devil. 


(In exegesis of Surah Nuur, p 511, v3) 


@ Supplication while entering a mosque (#2) 


Mohammad (s.a.w.s.), when entering a mosque, used to recite the duruud (peace 
and blessing on Mohammad s.a.w.s.), then would enter the mosque with his 
right foot and recite this supplication:

not become deaf and blind towards those verses (73) and they supplicate this:’

Meaning: Our Deity, grant us from among our wives and offspring comfort (a 
source of happiness due to their righteousness) to our eyes and make us a leader

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Supplication (of Moses (Musa) a.s. after hitting 
his staff over the Red Sea) at the moment of confusion 


Prophet Moses (a.s.) by the commandment of Allah (s.w.t.) left Egypt at night 
with the Israelites (bani Isra-eel). The Pharaoh followed Moses (a.s.) and his 
people with his army and subordinates to finish them. The Pharaoh, with his 
army, reached them by dawn. With the Red Sea in front of them and a huge 
army behind them, the Israelites became scared and worried. Moses (a.s.) 
comforted them by saying,““We have come out by the order of Allah (s.w.t.).” 
Aaron (Haroon a.s.) and Joshua (Yusha bin Nuun a.s.) were also with Moses 
(a.s.) to support their people. Moses (a.s.) was commanded by Allah (s.w.t.) to 
hit his staff over the sea, and by doing that the sea was parted and gave twelve 
(12) passageways for Moses (a.s.) and his people, as there were twelve (12) 
tribes, one for each of the tribes of Israelites. At that moment of perplexion, 
Moses (a.s.) recited this supplication : 


Yaa man kaana q’abla kulli shai-in 4l-mukawwi-nu li-kulli shai-in 
wal kaainu ba’da kulli shai-in ej-4’] lana makhrajaa. 
(Ibn Abi Hatim) 


Meaning: The One who was before everything, the One who brings everything 
into being, and who will exist after everything, make ways for us to exit. 
(In exegesis of Surah Shura, p 34, v4) 
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85) Q'ur-aanic supplication (of Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
for achieving ingenuity, being the inheritor of Heaven, 
and being saved from disrepute on the Day of Judgment 


Abraham (a.s.) after praising Allah (s.w.t.), supplicated for ingenuity (hikmat), 
Heaven, a sound heart, and a truthful tongue: 


Rabbi hab-lii h’>ukmaun wal h’iq’nii bisaulih’iin (83) waj-a’I-lii lisaana 
sidq’in fil aakh’i-riin (84) waj-a’Inii miun warasati jannatin na-e’iim

father. Indeed, he has been of those astray (86) And do not disgrace me on the 
Day they are [all] resurrected — (87) The Day when there will not benefit 
[anyone] wealth or children (88) But only one who comes to Allah with a sound 
heart (89). 

(Surah Shu-ara, verse 83-89, p 37, v4) 
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Supplication to be steadfast on Islam 
and avoid ignominy on the Day of Judgment 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) in his last days supplicated that, “O Allah 
(s.w.t.), jon me among the pioused companions.” He (s.a.w.s.) supplicated this 
three times (sahi hadith). In another hadith, the Prophet Mohammad’s (s.a.w.s.) 
supplication is narrated in accordance with Abraham’s (a.s.) supplication (see 
#85). 


Allahumma ah’-yinaa muslimiina wa amitnaa muslimiina wa 4l-h’iq’- 
naa bis-sauli-hiina gh’aira kh’a-zaayaa wala mubad-da-liin. 
Meaning: Oh Allah (s.w.t.), keep us alive as Muslims and give us death as 


Muslims, and join us with pious people without any disrepute or change. 
(In exegesis of Shu-ara, p 37, v4) 
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Q'ur-canic supplication (of Solomon (Sulaymaan)a.s.) 
for thanking Allah for His blessings 
and to continue doing righteous deeds 


Prophet Solomon (a.s.) was taught the languages of animals and birds. When 
he (a.s.) reached an ant pile with his genies, humans, and army of animals and 


birds, then one ant; named Hars from the tribe of banu Shisaun (this ant was 
limp also), as reported by Hasan (r.a.a.); said to all the other ants to get in their 
homes, otherwise they might get crushed by Solomon’s (a.s.) army. Solomon 


(a.s.) smiled after hearing Hars and recited this supplication: 


Rabbi au-zi’-niii 4n Aashkura ni’-matakal latiii 4n-a’m-ta a’alayyaa wa 
a’alaa wa-li-dayya wa 4n aa’-mala sauli-han tar-daa-hu wa 4d-kh’ilnii 
birah’matika fi e’-baa-dikas saulih’iin (19). 


(Surah Namal, in verse 19) 


Meaning: My Deity, enable me to be grateful for Your favor which You have 
bestowed upon me and upon my parents and to do righteousness of which You 
approve. And admit me by Your mercy into [the ranks of] Your righteous 
servants. 


(Surah Namal, in verse 19, p 62, v4) 
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Supplication of Asif Barkh’ia 
to bring the throne of Queen Bilgiis 


Solomon’s (a.s.) bird the woodpecker, named Amber, reported to Solomon (a.s.) 
about Bilqiis, the queen of Saba. The country of Saba was about three (3) miles 
from Sanaa, with a major part of Saba in Yemen. The Queen Bilqiis’ throne 
was huge; 80 arms high and 40 arms wide. Solomon (a.s.) sent a letter to Bilqiis 
by the woodpecker, stating,“This letter is from Solomon (a.s.) beginning with 
the name of Allah (s.w.t.) who is Merciful. Do not be arrogant to me; become 
a believer (Muslim) and come to me.” When Bilqiis realized the miracle of the 
woodpecker, she decided to reconcile and travel to meet Solomon (a.s.). 
Solomon (a.s.) asked from his courtiers if anyone could bring the throne of 
Queen Bilgiis. Ibn Abbas (r.a.a.) narrated that Asif Barkh’ia, who knew the 
‘Highest Name of Allah (s.w.t.)’ (known as ism-e-azam) and was from the 
Israelites (bani Isra-eel), said to Solomon (a.s.), “Just turn your head to the other 
side and in the next moment the throne will be here.” Solomon (a.s.) looked 
towards Yemen, and the pious Asif Barkh’ia performed ablution and recited this 
supplication, and the throne appeared in front of everyone, moved from Yemen 
to Baitul Mugqaddas. 


Ya ilaa-hanaa wa ilaaha kulli shai-in ilaa-haun wa-h’i-dal laaa ilaaha 


illaa Anta e-tinii bi-4’r-shi-haa. 


Meaning: Oh our Divinity and Divinity of all things, only Divinity, there is no 
Divinity except You, bring her (Queen Bilqiis) throne. 
(In exegesis of Surah Namal, p70, v4) 


When Solomon (a.s.) saw the throne in front of him he (a.s.) said “All of these 
are bounties of my Deity so as to test me whether I am thankful or not ? Whoever 
is thankful will benefit himself and whoever is unthankful will cause his loss.” 
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Q'ur-canic supplication to ask for help in time of trouble 


Hafiz Ibn Asakar (r.a.) has mentiond virtues of this supplication in his book. 
He states that a person used to take people on his donkey from Damascus to 
Zabdani. Once when a passenger tried to kill the donkey owner, the owner got 
very scared and recited this supplication. All of a sudden he saw a rider appearing 
in the middle of the forest, holding a javelin in his hand, which he used to kill 
the passenger. After that, the rider disappeared into the jungle. The donkey 
owner was saved by reciting this supplication: 


Ammain yu-jiibul mud-tarra ezaa da-a’a-hu wa yak-shi-fus suuuu- 
aa. (Surah Namal, in verse 62) 


Meaning: Is He [not best] who responds to the desperate one when he calls upon 
Him and removes evil. (Surah Namal, in verse 62, p81, v4) 
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Q'ur-canic supplication (of Moses (Musa) a.s.) 
to ask for forgiveness after making a mistake 


When Moses (a.s.) came to Egypt, he saw two people fighting with each other. 
One person was from his nation of bani Israel (Israelites) and the other one was 
Qubti, from a rival nation. The Israelite complained to Moses (a.s.) about the 
Qubti, by mentioning the Qubti’s transgression against him, which made Moses 
(a.s.) very furious. Moses (a.s.) hit the Qubti with his fist, killing him. After 
that, Moses (a.s.) became worried, knowing that he had done an evil act and he 
(a.s.) began asking for forgiveness by reciting this supplication, and so Allah 
(s.w.t.) forgave Moses (a.s). 


Rabbi inni zalamtu nafsii fagh-firlii fa-gh’a-fara lahu, innahu huwal

Meaning: “My Deity, indeed I have wronged myself, so forgive me,” and He 
forgave him.

when scared or frightened 


Allah (s.w.t.) told Moses (a.s.) to press his arms against his body to dispel his 
fears whenever he became afraid or frightened by his staff turning into a python 
or due to any other reason. If anyone following this commandment of Allah 
(s.w.t.) puts his hand on his heart then by the will of Allah (s.w.t.) his fear will 
go away. Mujahid (r.a.) narrated that at the beginning Moses (a.s.) was very 
scared of the Pharaoh. Then Moses (a.s.) started reciting this supplication 
whenever he would see the Pharaoh, and that removed his fear of him. 


Allhumma inni 4d-ra-oobika fi nah’rihii wa aa-o’o-zubika min sharrihii. 


Meaning: Oh Allah! I confront You against him, and seek Your protection from 
him. (In exegesis of Surah Qasas, p 105, v4) 
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99) Q'ur-canic Supplication (of Aasia (radi Allaho anha), 
wife of Pharaoh) for asking a house in Paradise 


Aasia (r.a.an.), wife of the Pharaoh, embraced Islam after seeing the miracles 
of Moses (a.s.). Ibn Abbas (1.a.a.) narrated that the Pharaoh tortured Aasia 
(r.a.an.) by scorching her body with fire for three days until she died due to the 
torture. Aasia (r.a.an.) was reciting this supplication at the time of her martyrdom: 


Rabbib-ni lii i’'ndaka baitan fil jannati. 


(Surah Tah’reem, in verse 11) 


Meaning: Oh Allah! Make my house with you in Paradise. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ankaboot, p132, v4) 


Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) has said that Aasia is among four of the greatest women. 
Those are: Mary (r.a.an.), Khadija (r.a.an.), Fatima (r.a.an.), and Aasia (r.a.an.). 
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Q'ur-canic supplication (of Lot (Lut) a.s.) 
to ask for help against corrupt people 


Allah (s.w.t.) mentions the nation of Lot (a.s.) in Surah Ankaboot: 


“And (mention) Lot, when he said to his people, “Indeed, you commit such 

immorality as no one has preceded you with from among the worlds (28) Indeed, 

you approach men and obstruct the road (commit highway robbery and acts of 
aggression against travelers) and commit in your meetings (every) evil.” And 
the answer of his people was not but that they said, “Bring us the punishment 
of Allah, if you should be of the truthful.” (29) He (Lot) said: 


Rabbin surnii a’alal q’aumil mufsidiin. 


(Surah Ankaboot, in verse 30) 


Meaning: My Deity, support me against the corrupting people. 
(Surah Ankaboot, in verse 30 partly, p 137, v4) 


The nation of Lot (a.s.) was destroyed by the punishment of Allah (s.w.t.). 
Gabriel (a.s.) lifted their city from the ground and took it to the sky and turned 
the city upside down. Then, each person was hit by rocks which had their names 
on them until they were smashed into the ground.

Q'ur-canic supplication (of Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
to praise Allah (s.w.t.) in the morning 


Allah (s.w.t.) declared Abraham (a.s.) as an obedient and faithful person because 
he would recite this supplication every morning: 


Fa-sub-h’aanal laahi h’iina tumsuuna wa h’iina tusbih’uun (17) wala- 
hul h’Amdu fis samaawaati wal-ardi wa a’-shi-yaun wa h/’iina tuz- 
hiruun (18) yukh’-ri-jul h’ayya minal mayyiti wa yukh’ri-jul mayyi- 
ta minal h’ayyi wa yoh’-yil arda ba’-da mauti-ha, wa kaza-lika 


tukh’ra-juun (19). 
(Surah Ruum, verse 17-19) 


Meaning: So exalted is Allah when you reach the evening and when you reach 
the morning (17) And to Him is [due all] praise throughout the heavens and the 
earth. And [exalted is He] at night and when you are at noon (18) He brings the 
living out of the dead and brings the dead out of the living and brings to life the 
earth after its lifelessness. And thus will you be brought out [of the graves or 
out of the earth at the time of resurrection] (19). 

(Surah Ruum, verse 17-19, p165, v4) 
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Supplication to get rid of fear and distress 


Ghazwah Khandaq (Battle of the Trench), a battle which Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
participated in, took place in the month of Shawwal, 5 HJ. During the battle, 
the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) sent Huzaifa (r.a.a.) to the enemy tents for reconnaissance. 
While Huzaifa (r.a.a.) was wandering at night in the Meccan’s army of disbelievers, 
he (r.a.a.) saw 20 horse riders who were wearing turbans. Those riders said to 
Huzaifa (r.a.a.) that go and tell the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) that Allah (s.w.t.) has 
supported you (s.a.w.s.) and decreed loss to your (s.a.w.s.) enemies. On the 
other hand, the companions of the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) were very fearful and 
worried. A companion asked the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) to teach them a supplication 
to get rid of fear and distress. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) asked them to recite this 
supplication: 


Allahummas-tur a’u-raa-tinaa wa aa-min rau-a’a-tinaa. 


(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: Oh Allah! Replace our fear and distress with peace and tranquility. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ah’zaab, p 226, v4) 
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Supplication (of Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
at the Battle of the Trench) for defeat of enemies 


It is narrated in Bukhari and Muslim that the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) used to say about 
the Battle of the Trench that there is no one worthy of worship but Allah (s.w.t.), 
He is alone (no partners), and He fulfilled His promises. He helped His servant 
and held respect of His army and defeated the other army (Meccan’s army of 
nonbelievers) by Himself. There is no one after Him. 


At the Battle of the Trench, the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) recited this supplication: 


Allahumma munzilal kitaabi sarii-4’] h’isaabih zimil ah’-zaaba wa 
zal-zil-hum. (Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: O Allah! O Revealer of the book! Fast accountability doer! Defeat 
these armies and shake them. 


(In exegesis of Surah Ah’-zaab, p 233, v4) 
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Supplication for being a thankful servant and 
follower of the commandments of Allah (s.w.t.) 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Ah’-zaab teaches the believers: 


“O you who have believed, remember Allah with much remembrance (41) And 
exalt Him morning and afternoon (42) It is He who confers blessings upon you, 
and His angels (ask Him to do so) that He may bring you out from darkness 
into the light. And ever is He, to the believers, Merciful (43). 


Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said that “remembrance of Allah (s.w.t.) is better than 
spending gold and silver for the sake of Allah (s.w.t.).” (Tirmizi, Ibn Maja) Abu 
Hurairah (r.a.a.) heard this supplication from Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) and 
said that I never discontinued reciting this: 


Allahummaj a’Inii o-a’zzimu shuk-raka wat-tabi-o’ nasii-h’a-taka wa 
oksiru zik-raka wa ah’-fazu wasi-yataka. 

(Tirmizi) 
Meaning: O Allah, Make me Your greatly thankful, and Your obedient, and a 
doer of Your abundant rememberance (zikr), and a protector of Your 


commandments. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ah’zaab, p256, v4) 
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Supplication to ask for guidance and peace 


It’s narrated in Tirmizi from Omer (r.a.a.) bin Khattab that supplications are 
suspended between the earth and the sky until durood (sending blessing and 
peace on Mohammad (s.a.w.s.)) is recited. Hasan (r.a.a.) says that the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) taught me these words, which I recite in my witr prayers (odd rakats 
after obligatory Esha (night) prayers) 


Allahumah dinii fiiman hadaita wa a’a-finii fiiman a’a-faita wa tawal- 
lanii fiiman tawal-lai-ta wa barik-lii fiimaaa aa’-tai-ta wa q’inii sharra 
maa q’a-zaita fa-innaka taq’-dii walaa yuq’-daa a’a-laika innahu la 
ya-zillu maun wa lai-ta wa laa ya-i’zzu man a’a-dai-ta taba-rakta 


rabbana wa ta-a’a-lai-ta wa sallal-lahu a’alan nabii. 
(Nasaii) 


Meaning: O Allah! Guide me among those You guided, and bestow well-being 
upon me like You provided well-being to others, be my friend like You became 
a friend of others, bless me like You blessed, and protect me from evil from 
what You have decided, for sure the decision is Yours, and there is no decision 
upon You, Surely he is not subdued whom You uplifted and there is no respect 
whom You became enemy with. You are sacred, our Deity, and You are high, 


and blessing of Allah be upon the Prophet (s.a.w.s.). 


(In exegesis of Surah Ah’-zaab, p 274, v4) 
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Supplication to ask for mercy and forgiveness 


It’s narrated in Sahihain (Bukahri and Muslim) that Abu Bakr (r.a.a.) requested 
the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) for a supplication that he (1.a.a.) may recite 
in his prayers, so the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) taught him (r.a.a.) this supplication: 


Allahumma innii zal4amtu nafsii zulman kasiiraun wa inna-hu laa 
yagh’-firuz zu-nuuba illaaa anta fagh’-firlii magh’fi-ra-tam min i’n- 
dika war-h’am-niii innaka 4ntal Gh’a-fuu-rur Rah’iim. 

(Bukhari and Muslim) 
Meaning: O Allah! Indeed I greatly oppressed myself and no one can forgive 
me except You so forgive me from Your forgiveness, and have mercy upon me. 


You are the Forgiver and Kind. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ah’zaab, p280, v4) 
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@ Supplication (of Mohammad s.a.w.s.) 
after obligatory (Fard) prayers 


The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) always used to recite this supplication after ending every 
obligatory prayer: 


Laaa elaaha illal laahu wah’-dahuu laa sha-rika lahuu, lahul mulku 
walahul-h’4m-du wa huwa a’alaa kulli shai-in q’a-diirun, Allahumma 
laa mani-a’a li-maaa aa’-tai-ta wala mu’-ti-ya limaa mana’-ta wala 
yan-fa-o’o zal-jaddi minkal jaddu. (Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: There is no one worthy of worship except Allah (s.w.t.), He is One, 
He has no associate, Kingdom is His, all praise are for Him, and He has power 
over everything, O Allah! No one can stop what You provided and no one can 
provide what You stopped, and no noble can provide benefit, because nobility 
is from You. 

(In exegesis of Surah Fatir, p 311, v4) 
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Supplication (of Mohammad s.a.w.s.) 


after standing up from bowing in prayer (Ruku’) 


It is narrated in Sahih Muslim that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to 
recite this supplication in his (s.a.w.s.) salat (daily prayers) after reciting,“Sami- 


a’llaahu liman h’amidah” while standing up from bowing: 


Allahumma rabbana lakal h’4mdu mil-4s-samaaaa-e wal-ardi wa mil- 
aa maa shey-ta min shai-im ba’-du, Allahumma ah-las-sanaaaa-e wal- 
majdi aa-h’aq’q’u maa q’aalal a’b-du wa kullunaa laka a’b-dun, 
Allahumma laa maa-ni-a’a limaaa aa’-tai-ta walaa mu?’-ti-ya limaa 
mana’-ta wala yan-fa-o’o zal-jaddi minkal jaddu. 

(Sahih Muslim) 


Meaning: O Allah all praises are for You, full of heavens and earth and full of 
what You want after that, Allah is One who is worthy of tributes and praises. 
The highest truth any servant has said is, and we are Your servants, “O Allah 
no one can stop what You provide, and no one can provide what You stop, and 
no noble can provide benefit because nobility is from You.” 


(In exegesis of Surah Fatir, p 311, v4) 
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102) Q'ur-aanic supplication (of Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
for righteous offspring 


When Abraham (a.s.) got disappointed with his nation after they rejected his 
guidance and refused to stay on the right path, he decided to separate himself 
from them. Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah as-Saffaat: 


“And [then] he said, “Indeed, I will go to [where I am ordered by] my Deity; 
He will guide me” (99). Then Abraham (a.s.) supplicated for righteous offspring: 


Rabbi hablii mindassau-lihiin. (Surah 4s-Saffaat, verse 100) 


Meaning: My Deity, grant me [a child] from among the righteous. 
(as-Saffaat, verse 100, p 373, v4) 


, O00. @.4 
Supplication (of a tree in prostration) 
for reward of prostration and reducing burden 


It is narrated in Tirmizi that a person described his dream to Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.). He stated that he was praying behind a tree and recited verses in 
which prostration was required. He said that when he prostrated, that tree 
prostrated with him and he heard the tree reciting this supplication: 


Allahummak-tub lii bihaa i’?n-daka Ajraun waAj-a’l-haa lii i’ndaka 
zukh’-raun wadaa’ bihaa a’nnii wizraun waq’-bil-haa minnii kamaa 
q’a-bil-tahaa min a’b-dika Daooda. (Tirmizi) 


Meaning: O Allah! Make this (prostration) the reason for my reward and treasure 
with You, and from this (prostration) reduce my burden and accept this 
(prostration), like you accepted your servant David’s (a.s.) prostration. 

(In exegesis of Surah Saad, p394, v4) 


Ibn Abbas (r.a.a.) narrated that I saw Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) standing up to pray 
and recite verses where prostration was required and then he (s.a.w.s.) prostrated 
and recited the above supplication that person had described. 
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Q’ur-canic supplication (of Solomon (Sulaymaan) a.s.) 


to have an unparallel kingdom 


Solomon (a.s.) requested Allah (s.w.t.) for a kingdom that no one would have 
after him. 


Rabbigh’-firlii wa-hab lii mulkal laa yam-ba-gh’ii li-aa-ha-dim mim 
ba’-dii, innaka antal wah-haab. 


(Surah Saad, in verse 35) 


Meaning: My Deity, forgive me and grant me a kingdom such as will not belong 
to anyone after me. Indeed you are the Bestower. 
(Surah Saad, in verse 35, p 398, v4) 


Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) once said, “Last night, an arrogant Genie tried to ruin my 
prayer, but Allah (s.w.t.) gave me control over him. I thought to tie the Genie 
to a pillar so that everyone would see him in the morning, but I remembered 
my brother Solomon’s (a.s.) this supplication, so instead, I insulted the Genie 
and let him go.” 

(Sahih Bukhari) 
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Q'ur-aanic supplication (of Job (Ayyub) a.s.) 
for cure from illness 


Prophet Job (a.s.) lost all his belongings, his children died, and his entire body 
got affected by disease, except his heart. He did not have anything to eat due 
to poverty. Only his wife used to bring him food and care for him. His wife 
(a.ha.s.) used to work at people’s houses to support Job (a.s.) and herself. For 
eighteen years, Job (a.s.) remained sick and poor. Because of his condition, he 
was forced to live at a place outside the town. After eighteen years Job (a.s.) 
supplicated that the sufferings have crippled me and You are Ar-h’amur 
Rah’imiin, which Allah (s.w.t.) mentioned in surah Saad as : 


Iz nadaa Rabbahuuu inni massani-y4sh shaitaanu binusbiun wa 
a’zaabi. (Surah Saad, in verse 41) 


Meaning: When he (Job) invoked his Lord (saying) Indeed, Satan has touched 
me with hardship and torment. 
(Surah Saad, in verse 41, p 403, v4) 


Finally, when his (a.s.) test was over, Allah (s.w.t.) said 


“(So he was told), “Strike (the ground) with your foot; this is a (spring for a) 
cool bath and drink (42) And We granted him, his family, and like [number] 
with them as mercy from Us and a reminder for those of understanding (43) 
(We said), “And take in your hand a bunch (of grass) and strike with it and do 
not break your oath.” Indeed, We found him patient, an excellent servant. Indeed, 
he was one who repeatedly turned back (to Allah (s.w.t.)) (44) 

(Surah Saad). 


At a point during his illness, Job (a.s.) became angry with his wife (a.ha.s.) and 
swore that if he recovered, he would punish her with one hundred lashes. 
According to Allah’s (s.w.t.) instructions, the oath was fulfilled by striking her 
once with a date tree branch with one hundred blades in it. 
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Supplication while going to bed to sleep 


Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said when anyone of you goes to bed to sleep, you should 
sweep your bed with the inner side of your ‘tehband’ (kilt), for there might be 
something on the bed. Then, you should recite this supplication: 


Bismika rabbi wa-da’-tu jambii wa bika 4r-fa-o’ohuu in Amsakta 
nafsii far-h’am-haa wa in 4r-sal-tahaa fah’-faz-haa bimaa tah’-fazu 


bihii Vibaadakas saulihiin. (Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: With Your name my Deity I lay down and with Your mercy I will get 
up. If You detain my spirit, then have mercy on it; and if You send it back then 
protect it the way You protect Your pious servants. 


(In exegesis of Surah Zumar, p 429, v4) 
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Supplication for forgiveness by pledging to accept 


oneness of Allah (s.w.t.) and Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) being His Prophet 


Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said that anyone who recites this supplication, Allah 
(s.w.t.) on the Day of Judgment will say to His angels that My servant has taken 
this oath from Me, so fulfill this oath and enter him in Paradise. Hence, that 
person will be sent to Paradise. 


Allahumma fatiras samaawaati wal-ardi a’limal gh’aibi wash-shahaa- 
dati inniii aa’-ha-du ilaika fii haa-zi-hid dunyaaa Anniii ash-ha-du 4l- 
laaa elaa-ha illaaa Anta wah’-da-ka laa shariika laka wa Anna 
Mohammadan a’bduka wa rasuluka fa-innaka in ta-kilniii ilaa nafsii 
tu-q’arribnii minash-sharri wa tubaa-i’dnii minal kh’airi wa innii 
laaa aa-si-q’u illa bi-rah’-matika faj-a’] lii i’n-daka a’h-dan tu-waffii- 
niihi yaumal q’i-yaamati innaka laa tukh’-liful mii-a’ad. 


(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah! Creator of the heavens and earth without any prior example, 
Knower of present and hidden, I take oath in this world that I bear witness that 
there is no one worthy of worship except You, You are one, You have no partner, 
and I also bear witness that Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) is Your servant and prophet. 
If You hand me over to myself then I will get closer to wrongdoings and will 
get away from good deeds. And surely I rely and depend upon Your mercy, 
hence You also promise with me [forgiveness], which You will fulfill on 
Doomsday. Surely You do not break Your promise. 


(In exegesis of surah Zumar, p 431, v4) 
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@ Supplication for praising Allah (s.w.t.) and avoiding sins 


Abu Abdul Rehman (r.a.) said that this supplication was taught by Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.) to Abdullah bin Amr (r.a.a.). He used to recite this when going to 
sleep. 

(Musnad Ahmed) 


Abu Rashid Hibrani (r.a.) requested Abdullah bin Amr (1.a.a.) for a Hadith. He 
took out a book and placed it in front of Abu Rashid Hibrani (r.a.) and told him 
this is the Hadith the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) had him write. The Hadith was that Abu 
Bakr Siddique (1.a.a.) asked the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) to tell him a 
supplication that he could recite day and night. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) told him 
to recite this (There are two versions, I have included the longer one here): 


Allahumma fatiras samaawaati wal-ardi a’limal gh’aibi wash-shahaa- 
dati anta Rabbu kulli shai-iun wa e-laahu kulli shai-in Ash-ha-du 4l 
laaa e-laa-ha illaaa Anta wah’-daka laa shariika laka wa Anna 
Mohammadan a’bduka wa rasuuluka wal-malaaaa-e-katu yash-haduuna 
aa-o’ozubika minash shaitaani wa shir-kihii wa aa-o’ozubika Aan 4q’- 
ta-rifa a’alaa nafsiii isman au aajurra-huuu ilaa muslim. 

(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah! Creator of the heavens and earth without any prior example, 
Knower of present and hidden, You are Deity of everything and Divinity of 
everything. I bear witness that there is no Divinity but You, You are alone and 
have no associate, and Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) is Your servant and prophet, and 
angels bear witness the same. I seek Your protection from the Devil (Shaitaan) 
and his association (shirk). I seek Your protection from indulging in any sin 
or from causing any harm to any Muslim. 


(In exegesis of Surah Zumar, p 432, v4) 
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@ Q’ur-aanic supplication for asking bounties of Allah (s.w.t.) 
and not getting disgraced on the Day of Judgment 


When the dwellers of Paradise will see the bounties of Allah (s.w.t.) then they 
will thank Him, and say, Alh’amdu-lillah (praise be upon Allah s.w.t.) what 
Allah (s.w.t.) promised with us through His Prophets has been fulfilled. Those 
dwellers of Paradise used to recite this supplication in the world: 


Rabbana wa aatinaa maa wa-a’d-tanaa a’alaa rusulika walaa_ tukh’- 
zinaa yaumal q’iyaamati innaka laa tukh’-liful mii-a’ad. 

(Surah Aa-le ’mraan, verse 194) 
Meaning: O our Deity! Bestow upon us those bounties You promised with us 


through Your Prophets, and do not disgrace us on the Day of Judgment, Surely 
You do not break Your promises. 


Note : This supplication is not in order as it appears in the Holy Q’ur-aan. 
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Q'ur-aanic supplication 
(of Angels) for praising Allah (s.w.t.) 
and asking forgiveness for believers 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Momin mentions angels praising Him (s.w.t.) as: 


“Those [angels] who carry the Throne (a’rsh of Allah s.w.t.) and those around 
it exalt [Allah] with praise of their Deity and believe in Him and ask forgiveness 
for those who have believed, [saying] (Surah Momin (Ghaafir), in verse 7):” 


Rabbana wa-se’-ta kulla shai-ir rah’-mataun wa i’l-man fagh’fir 
lillaziina tabuu wattaba-o’o sabii-laka wa-q’i-him a’azaabal jah’iim (7 
partly) Rabbana wa 4d-kh’il-hum jannati a’dnil latii wa a’tta-hum 
wa man salah’a min aabaaaa-e-him wa az-waajihim wa zurri-yaatihim, 
innaka Antal a’ziizul h’akiim (8) wa-q’i-himus sai-yi-aat, wa man taq’is 
sayyi-aati yau-ma-e-zin fa-q’ad rah’im-tahuu, wa zalika huwal fauzul 


a’aziim (9). (Surah Momin (Ghafir), verse 7-9) 


Meaning: Our Deity! You have encompassed all things in mercy and knowledge, 
so forgive those who have repented and followed Your way and protect them 
from the punishment of Hellfire (7 partly) Our Deity, and admit them to gardens 
of perpetual residence which You have promised them and whoever was righteous 
among their fathers, their spouses and their offspring. Indeed, it is You who 
is the Exalted in Might, the Wise (8) And protect them from the evil consequences 
[of their deeds]. And he whom You protect from evil consequences that Day 
— You will have given him mercy. And that is the great attainment (9). 

(Surah Momin (Ghaafir), verse 7 partly to 9) 
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Supplication (of Mohammad s.a.w.s.) 
after every mandatory prayer (fard salat) for praising 
and thanking Allah (s.w.t.) 


Abdullah bin Zubair (1.a.a.) would recite this supplication after every mandatory 
(fard) prayer and say that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to do the same. 


Laa elaaha illal laahu wah’-dahuu laa sharika lahuu lahul mulku 
walahul h’4mdu wa huwa a’alaa kulli shai-in q’adeer, laa h’aula wa 
laa q’u-wata illa billahi laa elaaha illal laahu wala na’-budu illa 
iyyahu lahun ni’-matu walahul fadlu walahus sanaaaa-ool h’asanu laa 
elaaha illal-laahu mukh’li-siina lahud diina wa lau karihal kafiruun. 


(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: There is no one worthy of worship but Allah (s.w.t.), He is one, no 
one is His partner, Kingdom is His and all praises are for Him and He has control 
over everything, No one has power and strength except Him. We do not worship 
anyone but Him. All bounties and blessings are from Him and His praises are 
the best, there is no one worthy of worship but Him. Towards His religion we 
sincerely turn and that is a dislike for disbelievers. 

(In exegesis of Surah Momin (Ghaafir), p 456, v4) 
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Supplication when in fear of any nation 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication when he 
(s.a.w.s.) would feel any danger or would fear any nation: 


Allahumma inna na-o’ozu-bika min shuruuri-him wa nad-ra-oobika 


fii nu-h’uu-ri-him. 


Meaning: O Allah! We seek Your refuge from their wrongdoings and we 
confront You against them. 
(In exegesis of Surah Momin (Ghaafir), p461, v4) 
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® Supplication for being steadfast on Islam 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) recited Surah Fussilat verse 30: 


Indeed, those who have said,” Our Deity is Allah” and then remained on a right 
course — the angels will descend upon them, [saying], “Do not fear and do not 


grieve but receive good tidings of Paradise, which you were promised”’(30), 


then he (s.a.w.s.) said, “Many people submitted to Allah (s.w.t.) but then they 
disbelieved, those who submit to Allah (s.w.t.) until their death are being steadfast. 
(Nasaii) 


Qitada (r.a.) used to recite this supplication for being steadfast: 


Allahumma Anta rabbunaa farzuq’n4l istiqamah. 


Meaning: O Allah! You are our Deity, provide us steadfastness and firmness. 


(In exegesis of Surah Fussilat, p 494, v4) 
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Q'ur-canic supplication before travel 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah Zukh’ ruf: 


And who created the species, all of them, and has made for you of ships and 
animals those which you mount (12) That you may settle yourselves upon their 
backs and then remember the favor of your Deity when you have settled upon 
them and say (13 partly), 


Subhaanal lazi sakh’-kh’ara lanaa haazaa wa ma kunna lahuu 
muq’riniin (13) Wa inna elaa rabbinaa la-mun-q’alibuun (14). 


(Surah Zukh’ruf, verse 13 partly - 14) 


Meaning: Exalted is He who has subjected this to us, and we could not have 
[otherwise] subdued it (13 partly) And indeed we, to our Deity, will [surely] 
return (14). 

(Surah Zukh’ruf, p27 v5) 
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Supplication before starting a journey 


Abdullah bin Omer (r.a.a.) said that whenever the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
would get on his (s.a.w.s.) ride, he would recite “Allahu Akbar” three times and 
recite verses of surah Zukh’ruf (see supplication #114) then would recite this 
supplication: 


Allahumma inni 4s-aluka fii safarii haazal birra wat taq’waa wa 
minal a’amali maa tar-daa, Allahumma havvin a’lainaés safara wa 
atvilnal boda, Allahumma 4ntas sau-h’ibu fis safari w4l kh’aliifatu fil 
ahli, Allahummas h’abnaa fii safarinaa wakh’lufnaa fii ahlinaa. 
(Muslim, Abu Dawood, Nasaii) 


Meaning: O Allah, I request good deeds and abstinence (from bad deeds) from 
You in my journey and those deeds that make You happy, O Allah! Make this 
journey easy on us and shrink the distance for us, O Allah! You are the only 
companion in this journey and protector of our families, O Allah! Be with us 
in our journey and make inheritors of our virtues in our families. 

(In exegesis of Surah Zukh’ruf, p28, v5) 
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116) Supplication after returning from a journey 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication after returning 
from a journey. 


Aa-e-buuna taaaa-e-buuna in shaaaa Allahu a’abiduuna li-rabbinaa 


h’aa-miduuna. (Muslim, Abu Dawood, Nasaii) 


Meaning: (We are) those who return, those who repent, those who worship if 


Allah willing, those who praise their Deity. 
(In exegesis of Surah Zukh’ruf, p29, v5) 
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@ Q'ur-aanic supplication for yourself, parents, and offsprings 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Ah’ qaaf teaching us about how to treat our parents: 


“And We have enjoined upon man, to his parents, good treatment. His mother 
carried him with hardship and gave birth to him with hardship, and his gestation 
and weaning [period] is thirty months. [He grows] until, when he reaches 
maturity and reaches [the age of] forty years, he says:” 

(Surah Ah’qaaf, beginning of verse 15) 


Rabbi auzi’-niii 4n Ash-kura ni’-matakal latiii 4n-4’mta a’layya wa 
a’laaa wali-dayya wa an aa’-mala saulih’4n tar-daahu wa 4slih’lii fii 
zuriyyati, innii tubtu e-laika wa innii minal muslimiin. 


(Surah Ah’qaaf, verse 15) 


Meaning: My Deity, enable (gather within me utmost strength and ability) me 
to be grateful for Your favor which You have bestowed upon me and upon my 
parents, and to work righteously of which You will approve and make righteous 
for me my offspring. Indeed, I have repented to You, and indeed, I am of the 
Muslims. 

(p75, v5) 


It’s narrated in Abu Ya’la Muuslii that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said 
that when a Muslim becomes 40 years old, then Allah (s.w.t.) reduces his 
judgment. When he becomes 60 years old, the dwellers of Heaven start loving 
him, and when he becomes 80 years old, Allah (s.w.t.) keeps his good deeds 
and erases his bad deeds and when he becomes 90 years old, then Allah (s.w.t.) 
erases all his past and future sins and makes him a savior (intercessory) for his 
family and it is written in Heaven that he is a prisoner of Allah (s.w.t.) in the 
world. 


(In Musnad Ahmed with different testament) 
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Supplication after Atta-h'iyyat and Durood 
(sending blessings and peace to Mohammad s.a.w.s.) 
in a Salat (daily prayers) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to teach his companions (r.a.a.) this 
supplication to recite after Atta-h’iyyat and Durood in daily prayers: 


Allahumma 4llif baina q’uluubinaa wa 4slih’ zaata baininaa wah- 
dinaa subulas salaami wa najjinaa mindz zulu-maati e-lan nuuri wa 
jannibnal fawaah’i-sha maa zahara minhaa wa maa batana wa baarik 
lanaa fiii 4s-maa-e’-naa wa 4b-saarinaa wa q’uluubinaa wa 4z-waa- 
jinaa wa zurri-yaatinaa wa tob a’a-lainaaa innaka antat Fawwabur 
Rah’iimu waéj-a’Inaa shaakiriina li-ni’-matika musniina bihaa a’a-laika 


q’aabiliihaa wa aa-timmahaa a’a-lainaa. 
(Abu Dawood) 


Meaning: O Allah! Put affection in our hearts and do betterment among us and 
show us the path of righteousness and save us from darkness and take us towards 
light and protect us from every wrongdoing whether open or hidden, and bless 
us in our hearing, vision, hearts, and family, and look upon us, indeed, You are 
merciful caretaker. Oh Allah, make us thankful for Your bounties so that we 
become Your praisers and acceptors of Your bounties and bestow upon us Your 
utmost blessings. 


(In exegesis of Surah Ah’ qaaf, p78, v5) 
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Supplication when seeing clouds and rain 


When the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to see clouds rising up over the 
sky, he (s.a.w.s.) would stop all his work, even if he was in salat (prayers), and 
recite this supplication: 


Allahumma inniii aa-o’ozubika min sharri maa fiihi. 
Meaning: O Allah! I seek your refuge from any harm that is in this (cloud). 


If the sky would clear up, then the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) would praise Allah (s.w.t.), 
and if it started raining then he (s.a.w.s.) would recite this supplication: 


Allahumma inniii 4s-aluka kh’aira-haa wa kh’aira maa fiihaa wa 
kh’aira maaa or-silat bihii wa aa-o’ozubika min sharri-haa wa sharri 


maa fiihaa wa sharri maaa or-silat bihii. 
(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah! I ask for its (rain) benefit and whatever benefit 
is in it and whatever benefit it has brought, and seek Your refuge 
from its harm and whatever harm is in it and whatever it has been 
sent with. 


(In exegesis of Surah Ah’qaaf, p83, v5) 
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1) —_Supplication (of Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
after returning from Ta’if) while suffering hardship 


Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) went to Ta’if to preach Islam to the people there; 
Zaid bin Harisah (r.a.a.) was with him. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) was received by 
the three chiefs of local tribes of Ta’if, who showed signs of apprehension, lest 
his (s.a.w.s.) welcome in Ta’if might embroil them with the Makkans. After 
rejecting Islam, the people of Ta’if ordered their children to throw rocks and 
stones at the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) and Zaid bin Harisah (r.a.a.) to make them leave 
the city and never come back. The rocks that were thrown at them caused them 
to bleed heavily. Both were wounded and bleeding badly as they left Ta’if behind 
them.The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) bled so profusely from the stoning that his shoes 
became clotted with blood. Hasan (r.a.) has reported this supplication by the 
Prophet (s.a.w.s.) on this occasion: 


Allahumma e-laika 4sh-kuu zo’-fa q’u-wa-ti wa q’illata h’ii-la-tii wa 
hawaanii a’lan naasi yaa Ar-h’a-mar Ra-h’i-miina Anta Ar-h’a-mur 
Ra-h’i-miina wa Anta abbul mus-tad-a’a-fiina wa Anta rabbii e-laa 
man taki-lunii e-laa a’du-wim ba-i’ii-din yata-jah-ha-munii 4m e-laa 
sadii-q’in q’ariibin mal-lak-tahuu aAmrii, il l4m yakun bi-ka gh’a-za- 
bun a’a-layya fa-laa o-baa-lii gh’aira anna a’a-fi-yata-ka au-sa-o0’0 
lii aa-o’o-zu bi-nuuri waj-hikal lazii 4sh-ra-q’t lahuuz zulumaa-tu wa 
salah’a a’a-laihi 4m-rud-dunyaa wal-aa-kh’i-rati ain yan-zila bii gh’a- 
za-buka au ya-h’ulla bii sa-kh’a-tuka wa lakal u’t-baa h’atta tar-daa 
wa laa h’aula wa laa q’u-wata illa bika. 
(Seerat Mohammad bin Ishaq) 
Meaning: I complain for my weakness, empty handedness, and helplessness 
only from You. Oh Merciful and Passionate, You are the most merciful and 
passionate and You are the Deity of all the weak, and You are also my caregiver. 
Whom are You handing me over to? Far away enemies who overcome me, or 
near friends who have been given control over me. If You are not irate with me 
then I do not care for this pain and suffering, but if You keep me in safety then 
that is much comforting for me. From the light of Your face that brightens all 
darknesses and all betterment of world and religion affairs depends upon it, I 
seek Your refuge that I receive Your wrath and anger and You are exasperated 
with me. I only seek Your agreement and happiness, and the strength to do 
good deeds and avoid bad deeds is only with Your help. 
(In exegesis of Surah Ah’qaaf, p86, v5) 
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@ Supplication for asking for forgiveness from mistakes and sins 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Mohammad asks believers to ask for forgiveness: 


“So know, (O Mohammad) that there is no deity except Allah and ask forgiveness 
for your sin and for the believing men and believing women. And Allah knows 

of your movement and your resting place. 
(Surah Mohammad, verse 19) 


In a sahih Hadith, it is narrated that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to 
recite istagh’faar (asking for forgiveness) as follows: 

Allahummagh’ firlii kh’atii-atii wa jahlii wa israafii fiii amrii wa 
maaa Anta aa’-lamu bihii minnii, Allahummagh’ firlii hazlii wa jiddii 
wa kh’ataa-ii wa a’amadii wa kullu zalika i’ndii. (Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: Oh Allah (s.w.t.) forgive my mistakes, my ignorance, and any 
excessiveness I did in my work and everything You know that I do not know. 
Oh Allah (s.w.t.) forgive my sins I did knowingly or unknowingly and my 
mistakes and my intentions and I have all of these. 

(In exegesis of Surah Mohammad, p105, v5) 
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122) Supplication for asking for forgiveness from sins 


It is narrated in a sahih Hadith that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to 
recite this supplication at the end of his daily prayer (salat): 


Allahummagh’ firlii maa q’addam-tu wa maaa 4kh’-kh’ar-tu wa maaa 
as-rar-tu wa maaa aa’-lan-tu wa maaa 4sraf-tu wa maaa Anta aa’la- 
mu bihii minnii anta e-laahii laaa e-laaha illa 4nta. (Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: O Allah forgive whatever sins I have done earlier and whatever I 
have done later whether in hiding or in open, and any transgression I did that 


You know more than me. You are my Deity, there is no deity except You. 


(In exegesis of Surah Mohammad, p105, v5) 
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Supplication (of Prophet Mohammad s.a.w.s. 
at the occasion of Gh’azwah Ohad) for asking help from Allah (s.w.t.) 


It is narrated in Musnad Ahmed that when the mushrikeen (polytheists) of Makkah 
attacked on the day of Gh’azwah Ohad, the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said to 
his companions, “Stand properly then I will recite praise of Allah (s.w.t.).” When 
the companions stood in straight lines, the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) recited this supplication: 


Allahumma lakal h’amdu kuluhuu, Allahumma laa q’aabida limaa basatta 
wa laa baasita limaa q’abadta wa laa haadiya liman adlalta wa laa mudilla 
liman hadaita wa laa mu’-tiya limaa mana’-ta wa laa maani-a’a limaaa 
a’a-taita wa laa muq’arriba limaa baa-a’t-ta wa laa muba-e’da limaa 
q’arrabta, Allahummab sut a’a-lai-naa mim barakaatika wa rah-matika wa 
fadlika wa riz-q’ika, Allahumma inniii 4s-alukan na-e’e-ma yaumal a’e-lati 
wal-Amna yaumal kh’aufi, Allahumma inniii a’a-e-zum-bika min sharri 
maa aa’-tai-tanaa wa min sharri maa mana’-ta-naa, Allahumma h’ab-bib 
e-lai-nal e-maana wa zayyin-hu fii q’ulubinaa wa karrih e-lai-nal kufra 
wal-fusu-q’a wal-is-yaana waj-a’l-naa minar raashidiin, Allahumma tawaffanaa 
muslimiina wa ah’-yi-naa muslimiina wa 4l-h’iq’-naa bis-saulih’iina gh’aira 
kh’a-za-yaa wa laa maf-tuuniina, Allahumma q’aa-ti-lil kafaratal laziina 
oo-tul-kitaaba e-laahal haq’q’i. (Nasaii) 


Meaning: O Allah, all praises are for You, whomever you provide abundance no one 
can limit that, and whomever you provide guidance no one can lead him astray, and 
from whomever You stop provision no one can provide him, and whomever You 
provide no one can stop his provision, and whomever You move away (from Yourself) 
no one can bring him closer (to You), and whomever You bring closer (to Yourself) 
no one can move him away (from You), O Allah increase Your blessings, mercy, 
bounties, and provisions for us, O Allah I desire those everlasting bounties from You 
that is not lost or wasted, O Allah bestow your bounties during days when I am most 
needy, and provide peace on the day of fear, O Allah I seek your refuge from the evils 
of whatever You have provided me and from those You have not provided me, O 
Allah put the love of Imaan (belief) in our hearts and make that beautiful in our eyes, 
and make us hate and dislike disbelieving, transgressing, and disobeying, and make 
us among the rightly guided people. O Allah make us die on Islam and be resurrected 
on Islam and have us among the righteous people, and may we not be scandalous, 
and may we not be tested, O Allah destroy these non-believers who deny Your prophets 
and stop from Your ways, have Your punishment and wrath upon them, O Allah 
destroy non-believers from the People of the Books also, O true Deity. 

(In exegesis of Surah H’ujuraat, p146, v5) 
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Q'ur-aanic supplication to improve eyesight 


Allah (s.w.t.) in Surah Q’af mentions about the Day of Judgment as : 


And the Horn will be blown. That is the Day of (carrying out) the threat (20) 
And every soul will come, with it a driver and a witness (21) (it will be said), 
You were certainly in unmindfulness of this, ---- (Surah Q’ af) 


Fakashafnaa 4’nka gh’itaaaa-aaka fabasarukal yauma h’adiid. (22)” 
(Surah Q’af, in verse 22) 


Meaning: Now We have removed from you, your covering (of heedlessness) 


so your sight, this Day, is sharp. 
(p163, v5) 
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195) Supplication for being among the people 
who are fearful of Allah's Doomsday warning 


Allah (s.w.t.) mentions the Doomsday in surah Q’af: 


“On the Day the earth breaks away from them (and they emerge) rapidly; that 
is a gathering easy for Us (44) We are most knowing of what they say, and you 
are not over them a tyrant (forcing people to submission), But remind by the 
Q’ur-aan whoever fears My threat (45) (surah Q’af) 


Qitada (r.a.) used to recite this supplication after listening to the above verses: 


Allahummaj a’Inaa mimmain yakh’afuu wa-i’i-daka wa yar-juu mau- 
Vi-daka yaa Baaaar-ru yaa Rah/’iimu. 


Meaning: O Allah! Make us among those who fear from Your threat of 
punishments and are hopeful of Your bounties, O Bestower of unlimited favors, 


O Merciful. 
(In exegesis of Surah Q’af, p173, v5) 
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Supplication to be saved from torment 
of furious hot winds 


Allah (s.w.t.) mentions in Surah at-Tuur what the people of Heaven will be 
saying to each other: 


“And they will approach one another, inquiring of each other (25) They will 
say, “Indeed, we were previously among our people fearful [of displeasing 
Allah] (26) So Allah conferred favor upon us and protected us from the punishment 
of the Scorching Fire (27) Indeed, we used to supplicate Him before. Indeed, 


it is He who is the Beneficent, the Merciful (28) 
(Surah at-Tuur) 


Aa’mish (r.a.) narrated that once when mother Ayesha (r.a.an.) recited the above 
verses in her (r.a.an.) prayer, then She (r.a.an.) supplicated in her salat as: 


Allahumma munna a’alainaa wa-q’inaa a’azaabas samuumi innaka 
antal Barrur Rah’iim. 


Meaning: O Allah, have favor upon us and save us from torment of furious hot 
winds, indeed You are Beneficent and Merciful. 
(In exegesis of surah at-Tuur, p193, v5) 
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Supplication at night praising Allah (s.w.t.) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said whoever stays up at night and recites 
this supplication and praise, whether to ask for his forgiveness or anything else, 
Allah (s.w.t.) accepts his supplication; and if he, believing firmly, performs 
ablution and prays, his prayers will be accepted also: 


Laa e-laaha illal laahu wah’-dahuu laa sharika lahuu lahul mulku 
walahul h’4mdu wa huwa a’laa kulli shai-in q’adeer. Subh’aa-nal 
laahi wal-h’am-du lillaahi walaaa e-laaha illal-lahu wallaahu akbar 
walaa h’aula walaa q’u-wata illaa billahi. 

(Sahih Bukhari, Musnad Ahmed, and Sunan) 


Meaning: There is no deity except Allah (s.w.t.), He is alone, has no partner, 
Kingdom is for Him, all praises are for Him, and He has control over everything. 
Allah (s.w.t.) is sacred, all praises are for Him, there is no deity but Allah (s.w.t.), 


Allah (s.w.t.) is great, no one has power and strength except Allah (s.w.t.). 


(In exegesis of Surah at-Tuur, p196, v5) 
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® Supplication while getting up from a gathering 


Gabriel (Gibraeel a.s.) taught the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) that if this 
supplication is recited when getting up from a gathering then it becomes a means 
of forgiveness for any wrongdoing in that gathering: 


Subh’aa-na-kAllahumma wa bi-h’4m-dika ash-hadu 4l-laaa e-laaha 
illaaa anta 4s-tagh’-firuka wa aa-tuubu e-laika. 
(Musannaf of Abdur-Razzaq as-San’an1) 


Meaning: You are sacred O Allah (s.w.t.) and with Your praises I bear witness 
that there is no deity but You, I ask forgiveness and repentance from You. 
(In exegesis of Surah at-Tuur, p197, v5) 
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Supplication for doing good deeds 
and staying away from wrongdoings 


It is narrated in Musnad Ahmed that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) stated 
that Allah appeared in his (s.a.w.s.) dream with a very beautiful face and said, 
“O Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) do you know what issue the high level angels are 
discussing?” I replied no, then Allah (s.w.t.) put His hand between my arms, 
and I felt its coldness in my chest. Then everything in the heavens and the earth 
became open to me. Again Allah (s.w.t.) asked me the same question. I said,“Now 
I know what the high level angels are discussing. They are asking about the 
virtues that become atonement (kuffara) of sins and also increase levels in piety.” 
Allah (s.w.t.) asked me, “Can you describe those virtues which are compensation 
for sins?” I stated,“Staying in the mosque after the daily prayers (salat), walking 
towards group (jamat) salat, and performing ablution properly when it is difficult. 
Whoever will do this will spend his life in betterment, and he will die in peace, 
and will be clean from sins like he was born today.” Then Allah (s.w.t.) told 
him (s.a.w.s.) to recite this supplication in his (s.a.w.s.) daily prayers (salat): 


Allahumma inniii 4s-aaluka fe’-14l kh’airaati wa tar-kal mun-karati 
wa h’ubbal masaakiina wa e-zaaa aratta bi-e’badika fit-natan an taq’- 
bi-daniii e-laika gh’aira maf-tuun. 

(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah! I ask You to provide me with the inclination to do good 
deeds, stay away from bad deeds, and love the poors. When You want to put 
people in trouble then raise me before I get into any bad deeds. 


And the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) also said that some other deeds which raise a man’s 
level of piety are feeding people, spreading salutation (salaam), and praying 
night prayers (tahajjud) when people are sleeping. 

(In exegesis of Surah Najam, p204, v5) 
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Q'ur-aanic supplication (of Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
for asking Allah's help 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah Q’amar that: 


“The people of Noah denied before them, and they denied Our servant and 
said, ‘A madman,’ and he was repelled” (9) So he invoked his Deity : 


Annii magh’luubun fan-ta-sir (10). 


Meaning: Indeed, I am overpowered, so help. 
(Surah Q’amar, verse 10, p219,v5) 


Allah (s.w.t.) mentions in Surah Q’amar how He helped Noah (a.s.) : 


“Then We opened the gates of the heaven with rain pouring down (11) And 
caused the earth to burst with springs, and the waters met for a matter already 
predestined (12) And We carried him on a (construction of) planks and nails 
(13) Sailing under Our observation as reward for he who had been denied (14) 


And We left it as a sign, so is there any who will remember? (15)” 
(Surah Q’amar, verse I1- 15) 
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Supplication for help in all our affairs 


Allah (s.w.t.) says in Surah Rah’mann that: 


“Everyone upon it [i.e., the earth] will perish (26) And there will remain the 
Face of your Deity, Owner of Majesty and Honor (27)” (Surah Rah’maan). 


This supplication is narrated from Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) regarding the 


above verses for praising Allah (s.w.t.) and asking for His mercy: 


Ya H’ayyo ya Q’ayyuumo ya Badia’s samaawaati wal-ardi ya zal-jalali 
wal-ikraami laaa e-laaha illaaa Anta bi-rah’matika nastagh’iisu aslih’ 
lanaa shaananaa kullahuu walaa takilnaaa e-laaa anfusinaa tarfata a’i- 


niun walaaa e-laaa aa-h’adim min kh’alkika. 


Meaning: O Everliving O Everlasting, O Creator (from nothing) of heavens and 
earth, O Graceful and Ever-respectful, there is no Deity except You, we ask from 
Your mercy, mend our affairs and do not concede us to ourselves for a blink of an 
eye and not towards Your creations. 


(In exegesis of Surah Rah’maan, p233, v5) 
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Supplication after drinking water 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication after drinking 
water: 


Alh’amdu lillahil lazii saq’aanaa-hu a’zban furatan bi-rah’matihii wa- 
lam yaj-a’l-hu mil-h’an o-jajan bi-zunuu-binaa. 


Meaning: All praises are for Allah (s.w.t.) who provided us tasty sweet water 
with His blessings and did not make it salty and bitter due to our sins. 


(In exegesis of Surah Waq’1a, p262, v5) 
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@® Supplication before going to bed 
(for getting rid of debts and poverty) 


The Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication before going 
to bed: 


Allahumma rabbas samaawaatis sab-i’?i wa rabbal a’r-shil a’aziimi, 
Rabbana wa Rabba kulli shai-in mun-zilat tauraati wal-injiili faliq’4l 
h’abbi wan-nawaa laaa e-laaha illaaa anta aa-o’o-zu-bika min sharri 
kulli shai-in 4nta aa-kh’i-zum bi-naasi-yatihii antaél awwalu falai-sa 
qab-laka shai-oon wa Antal aa-kh’iru falai-sa ba’-daka shai-oon wa 
antaz zahiru falai-sa fau-q’aka shai-oon wa Aantal baatinu falai-sa 
duu-naka shai-oon iq’-di 4’nnad daina wa Agh’-ninaa minal faq’ri. 


(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah (s.w.t.), Deity of seven heavens and the great throne, Deity of 
us and everything else, Revealer of the Torah and Bible, Germinator of seeds and 
kernels, no one is worthy of worship except You, I seek Your refuge from every 
evil, forelock (hair above forehead) of which is in Your hand, You are the first so 
there was nothing before You, You are the last so there will be nothing after You, 
You are evident and there is nothing higher than You, You are hidden and there is 
nothing hidden from You, have our debts paid and make us carefree from poverty. 


(In exegesis of Surah H’adeed, p268, v5) 
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134) Supplication for protection from indulging in desires 


Abdul Rehman bin Auf (r.a.a.) was reciting this supplication while circling the 
Ka’ba: 


Allahumma q’i-nii shuh’-h’a naf-sii. 


Meaning: O Allah, save me from greed and lust of my inner self. 


(In exegesis of Surah H’asher, p320, v5) 


Abul Hiyyaj Asdi (r.a.) was listening to it and could not hold himself and asked 
Abdul Rehman bin Auf (r1.a.a.) that why was he reciting only this supplication. 
Abdul Rehman (r.a.a.) said that if he was saved from greediness and nuisances 
of his inner self then there would be no theft, no adultery, and not even any 
other wrongdoing (so this supplication is enough for being saved from all evils). 


(ibn Jarir) 
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135) Q'ur-aanic supplication (of Abraham (Ibraheem) a.s.) 
asking for forgiveness and not being subjected to torment 
by the disbelievers 


Abraham (a.s.) promised his father that he would ask Allah (s.w.t.) for his 
forgiveness. That promise was applicable until Abraham (a.s.) realized that his 
father was against Allah (s.w.t.). When Abraham (a.s.) came to know about his 
father’s animosity against Allah (s.w.t.), he disassociated himself from his father. 
Allah (s.w.t.) mentions this in Surah Mumtahinah as: 


“There has already been for you an excellent pattern in Abraham and those 
with him, when they said to their people, “Indeed, we are disassociated from 
you and from whatever you worship other than Allah. We have denied you, and 
there has appeared between us and you animosity and hatred forever until you 
believe in Allah alone” — except for the saying of Abraham to his father , “I 
will surely ask forgiveness for you, but I have not [power to do] for you anything 
against Allah” 


(Surah Mumtahinah, in verse 4) 


Rabbana a’a-laika Fawakk4lnaa wa e-laika aa-nabnaa wa e-laikal 
masiir (4) Rabbana laa taj-a’Inaa fitnatal lil-laziina kafa-ruu wagh’- 


fir-lanaa Rabbanaa, innaka antal A’a-ziizul H’akiim (5). 
(surah Mumtahinah) 


Meaning: Our Deity, upon You we have relied, and to You we have returned, 
and to You is the destination (4) Our Deity, make us not [objects of] torment 
for the disbelievers and forgive us, our Deity. Indeed, it is You who is the 
Exalted in Might, the Wise. 

(Surah Mumtahinah, verse 4-5, page 332, v5) 
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Supplication after Friday prayers for blessings 
and provision of bounties 


Allah (s.w.t.) says about Friday prayer in Surah Jum-a’ah as: 


“O you who have believed, when the call [the azaan] is made for the prayer 
of the day of Jum-a’ah [Friday], then proceed to the remembrance of Allah and 
leave trade. That is better for you, if you only knew (9) And when the prayer 
has been concluded, disperse within the land and seek from the bounty of Allah, 
and remember Allah often that you may succeed (10)” 


(Surah Jum-a’ah) 


I’i-raak bin Malik (1.a.a.) after concluding Friday prayer used to stand by the 
door of the mosque and recite this supplication: 


Allahumma inni aa-jab-tu da’-wataka wa sallaitu fari-zataka wan-ta- 
shar-tu kamaa aamar-tanii far-zuq’nii min fad-lika wa Anta kh’airur 
Se a (ibn abi H’atim)

(Pharaoh's wife) ) for riddance from transgressors 


Allah (s.w.t.) mentions in Surah Tah’reem about Aasia’s (r.a.an.) supplication 
as: 


“And Allah presents an example of those who believed: the wife of Pharaoh, 
when she said :” 


Rabbib-ni lii i’ndaka baitan fil jannati wa najji-nii min fir-a’u-na 
wa a’a-ma-lihii wa najji-nii minal q’au-miz zaalimiin (11). 
(Surah Tah’reem) 


Meaning: My Deity, build for me near You a house in Paradise and save me 
from Pharaoh and his deeds and save me from the wrongdoing people. 
(Surah Tah’reem, in verse 11, page 392, v5) 
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140) Supplication for riddance from sickness 


Gabriel (a.s.) came to the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) and asked if he was 
sick. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) replied in affirmation, then Gabriel (a.s.) recited 
this supplication: 


Bismillaahi ar-q’iika min kulli shai-eun yuu-ziika min sharri kulli 
naf-siun wa a’ii-niun wallaahu yash-fiika bismillaahi ar-q’iika. 
(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: By the name of Allah (s.w.t.), I recite this upon you (to cure you) 
from everything that is hurting you, and from evil of all soul and evil eye, May 
Allah (s.w.t.) cure you, I recite this upon you by the name of Allah (s.w.t.). 


(In exegesis of Surah Q’alam, page 416, v5) 
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Supplication for riddance from evil eye 
(a look or stare to cause injury or misfortune) 


Aamir (r.a.a.) and Sahal (1.a.a.) were taking a bath. Looking at Aamir’s (r.a.a.) 
body, Sahal (r.a.a.) inflicted an evil eye upon him. Aamir (r.a.a.) immediately 
started wheezing. Sahal (r.a.a.) called to him three times but he did not answer. 
Sahal (r.a.a.) rushed to the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) and described everything 
that had happened. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) came himself and went in the water 
to Aamir (r.a.a.), stroked his chest and recited this supplication: 


Allahummas-rif 4’n-hu h’arra-haa wa bar-da-haa wa wa-sa-ba-haa. 


(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah, rid him from his hot and cold and discomfort. 


(in exegesis of surah Q’alam, page 416, v5) 


It is narrated in Musnad Al-Bazzar (Imam Ahmad ibn Al-Bazzar) that the Prophet 
Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) said “After fate and destiny, several deaths of my nation 


will be due to the evil eye.” 
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Supplication to elude the evil eye 
(a look or stare to cause injury or misfortune) 


It is narrated in ibn Asakir that Gabriel (a.s.) came to the Prophet Mohammad 
(s.a.w.s.). The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) was sad at that time. Upon inquiry by Gabriel 
(a.s.), the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said that Hasan (r.a.a.) and Hussain (r.a.a.) have 
been afflicted by evil eye. Gabriel (a.s.) said, “This (evil eye) is a true thing 
and it does get imposed. Why did you not recite these words and protect them 
from it?” The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) asked, “What are those words?” Gabriel (a.s.) 
asked him (s.a.w.s.) to recite: 


Allahumma zas-sultaanil a’-ziimi wal-mannil q’adiimi zal-w4j-hil 
kariimi wali-yal kalimaatit taaam-maati wad-da’-waatil mustajaabaati 
a’afil H’asana wal H’ussaina min 4nfusil jinni wa aa’-yunil insi. 


(ibn Asakir) 


Meaning: O Allah! Owner of the great kingdom and owner of grand favors, 
owner of graceful face, provider of level of acceptance to supplications, protect 
Hasan and Hussain from blows of all genies and from the eyes of all humans. 


(In exegesis of Surah Q’alam, page 416, v5) 


The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) recited this supplication, and both children immediately 
stood up and started playing with the Prophet (s.a.w.s.). Then the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) said, “O people protect yourselves, your wives, and children with this 
supplication. There is no other supplication like this one for protection.” (replace 
Hasan (r.a.a.) and Hussain (r.a.a.) with the name of the person needs to be 
protected). 
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Q'ur-canic supplication (of Noah (Nuh) a.s.) 
for eradication of disbelievers 


Noah (a.s.) preached Islam to his nation for 120 years (see supplication 69 ), 
but people teased him in every way possible, and did not heed to his call, and 
even made fun of him. Finally Noah (a.s.) supplicated to Allah (s.w.t.) to 
eliminate the disobedient people and forgive the believers: 


Rabbi laa tazar a’a-lal ardi minal kaafiriina dayyara (26) Innaka in 
tazarhum yu-dilluu i’ibaadaka wa laa yaliduu illaa faa-jiran kaffaaraa 
(27) Rabbigh’ firlii wali-waali-dayya wali-man da-kh’a-la baitiya mo- 
mi-naun wa lil-mo-miniina wal mo-minaat, wa laa tazi-diz zaa-li-miina 
illaa tabaa-raa (28). 

(Surah Nuh) 


Meaning: My Deity, do not leave upon the earth from among the disbelievers 
an inhabitant (26) Indeed, if You leave them, they will mislead Your servants 
and not beget except (every) wicked one and (confirmed) disbeliever (27) My 
Deity, forgive me and my parents and whoever enters my house a believer and 
the believing men and believing women. And do not increase the wrongdoers 
except in destruction (28)

Supplication for leniency on the Day of Judgment 


Allah (s.w.t.) describes about the Day of Judgment in Surah Inshi-q’aaq’: 


“Then as for he who is given his record in his right hand (7) He will be judged 
with an easy account (8) And return to his people in happiness (9) But as for 
he who is given his record behind his back (10) He will cry out for destruction 


(11) And [enter to] burn in Blaze (12) 
(Surah Inshi-q’aaq’) 


It is narrated by Ayesha (r.a.an.) that she heard the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) 
reciting this supplication in his prayers: 


Allahumma h/’aasibnii h’isaabain yasiiraa. 


Meaning: O Allah! Have leniency in my judgment. 
(In exegesis of Surah Inshi-q’aaq’, p527, v5) 


When the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) completed his prayers, she (1.a.an.) asked ““O Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.), what is this leniency in judgment?” The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) replied, 
“Allah (s.w.t.) will only glance at the record of deeds and say‘ Go, I have 
overlooked (your deeds),’ but O Ayesha (r.a.an.), whomever Allah (s.w.t.) starts 
judging will be doomed.” 

(Musnad Ahmed) 
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Supplication for riddance from transgressors 


It is narrated in Musnad Ahmed that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) told a story 
about a child who used to go to a priest to learn about Islam and he was also sent 
to a wizard to learn witchcraft. One day in the town, a terrible beast was blocking 
the pathway the townspeople travelled upon. The boy said to himself, “Today I shall 
know whether the priest’s religion is better than the wizard’s witchcraft.” So, he 
took a rock and supplicated to Allah (s.w.t.), “O Allah! If the deeds and actions of 
the priest are liked by You better than those of the sorcerer, then kill this creature.” 
The boy struck the beast with the rock, immediately killing the beast. After this 
incident, the townspeople started visiting the child, asking him to pray to fulfill their 
needs. The child would supplicate by the name of Allah (s.w.t.) and their needs 
would be fulfilled. The king came to know about this child, and felt that the child 
was interfering in his affairs. The king asked his men to take this child and push 
him over the hills. When the king’s men tried to push the child over the cliff, the 
child recited this supplication: 


Allahummak finiihim bimaa shey-ta. 


Meaning: O Allah! however You want, protect me from them. 
(In exegesis of Surah Buruuj, p532, v5) 


By reciting this supplication, the mountain started shaking and all the king’s men 
fell off the cliff and died, but that child was safe and sound. After this incident, the 
king tried different ways to have the child killed, but the child recited this supplication 
everytime and always survived. Finally, the child told the king that the only way 
to kill him was to shoot an arrow at him while reciting, ‘Bismillaahi rabbi haazal 
gh’ulaami’ (by the name of Allah who is the Deity of this child). The king did 
as the child said, and was finally able to kill the child. When the people of the town 
witnessed what happened, they all started believing the trueness of the child’s religion 
and started embracing Islam. Upon knowing this, the king had a huge trench dug 
and had it filled with fire. He said that whoever turns away from Islam could live, 
otherwise they would be thrown into the pit of fire. It is reported that about twenty- 
thousand people jumped or were thrown into the fire. In Surah Buruuj, Allah (s.w.t.) 
mentions this incident 


(it is summarized in Musnad Ahmed, Nasaii, and sahih Muslim). 
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Supplication for purification of inner self 


When the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) recited: 


“Fa-alhamahaa fujuurahaa wa taq’-wahaa (Surah As-Shams, verse 8) 


It is reported that he (s.a.w.s.) supplicated as follows: 


Allahumma-ti nafsii taq’-waahaaa Anta wali-yu-haa wa maulaa-haa 


wa kh’airu man zakkaa-haa. 
(Tabarani) 


Meaning: O Allah, bestow piety to my inner self, You are its guardian and 
protector and (You are) its better purifier. 
(In exegesis of Surah As-Shams, p557, v5) 


Also Ayesha (r.a.an.) narrated, “Once I woke up at night and saw that the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) was not on his bed. Due to it being dark, I started groping with my 
hands and I felt the Prophet (s.a.w.s.). The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) was in prostration 
at that time and was reciting this supplication”: 


Rabbi aa’-ti nafsii taq’-waa-haa wa zakki-haaa anta kh’airu man 
zakkaahaaa Anta wali-yu-haa wa maulaa-haa. 
(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah, bestow piety and cleanliness to my inner self, You are its 
better purifier. Only You are its guardian and protector. 
(In exegesis of Surah As-Shams, p557, v5) 
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Supplication for protection from all evils 
and for piety of inner self 


It has been reported that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite this 
supplication for being saved from all kind of evils and also to attain piety of 
inner self: 


Allahumma inniii aa-o’0-zo-bika minal a’j-zi wal-kasali wal-harami 
wal-jubni wal-bukh’li wa a’a-zaabil q’abri, Allahumma-ti nafsii taq’- 
waa-haa wa zakki-haa Anta kh’airu man zakkahaaa Anta wali-yu-haa 
wa maulaa-haa, Allahumma inniii aa-o’0-zo-bika min qAl-bil laa yakh’- 
sha-o’o0 wa min nafsil laa tash-ba-o’o0 wa i’l-mil laa yan-fa-o’0 wa 
da’-wa-til laa yus-ta-jaabu lahaa. 

(Muslim and Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah, I seek Your protection from being incapable, helpless, lazy, 
a sutrenderer, weak in old age, impotent, a miser, and tormented in the grave. 
O Allah, bestow piety to my heart and purify it, You are better purifier, Only 
You are its supporter and helper. O Allah, protect me from a heart that does not 
have your fear, and inner self that is not content, and knowledge that is not 
useful, and supplication that is not accepted. 

(In exegesis of Surah As-Shams, p557, v5) 
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@ Supplication for thanking Allah (s.w.t.) for His bounties 


It is narrated in Sahihain (two true books of Ahadees Sahih Bukhari and Sahih 
Muslim) that a person is guided if he follows Islam, and receives bounties that 
would be enough for him, and is content also on what he receives. The Prophet 
Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) stated that a person is not well-off because of the wealth 
he has; but rather, he is well-off because of the content heart he has. The Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) used to recite this supplication for thanking Allah (s.w.t.) for His 
bounties: 


Allahumma waAj-a’Inaa shaakiriina lini’-matika mus-niina bihaa a’a- 
laika q’aa-bi-liihaa wa aa-timmahaa a’a-lainaa. 
(Bukhari and Muslim) 


Meaning: O Allah make us thankful for Your bounties and a praiser and 
acknowledger of those bounties and provide those bounties to their fullest. 
(In exegesis of Surah Zuhaa, p565, v5) 
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149) Supplication in last 10 days 
(during night of power) of Ramadan 


In the last 10 days of Ramadan, the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to tighten 
his waist (to totally focus on prayers) and stay away from meeting with his 
(s.a.w.s.) wives (radiAllaho anhunna). Ayesha (r.a.an.) asked the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.), “If I find Lalatul-Qadr (Night of Power), what supplication should I 
recite?” The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) taught her this supplication: 


Allahumma innaka a’a-fu-wun tuh’ibbul a’f-wa faa’-fu a’nnii. 
(Musnad Ahmed) 


Meaning: O Allah, You are a Forgiver and You like forgiving, forgive me also. 


(In exegesis of Surah Qadar, p579, v5) 
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@ Supplication for repentance and asking for forgiveness 


In exegesis of Surah Nasr, Abdullah bin Abbas (r.a.a.) said, “Departing (from 
this world) of the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) was hinted to us by Allah (s.w.t.) 
telling the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) that when you (s.a.w.s.) conquer the city of Mecca, 
where kuffar (nonbelievers) forced you (s.a.w.s.) out from, and you (s.a.w.s.) 
see fulfillment of your (s.a.w.s.) efforts with your (s.a.w.s.) own eyes, and that 
armies are coming under your (s.a.w.s.) banner, and groups are entering into 
the fold of Islam, then prepare yourself (s.a.w.s.) to come towards Me (s.w.t.) 
and meet Me (s.w.t.). You (s.a.w.s.) should praise Me (s.w.t.) a lot when you 
(s.a.w.s.) witness these signs and then occupy yourself (s.a.w.s.) in asking for 
forgiveness.” 


Ayesha (r.a.an.) narrated that the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to recite 
“Subh’aanakalla-humma wa bi-h’4mdika, Allahummagh’-firlii” a lot in 
his bowing and prostration, the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.) used to act upon 
the verse : 


I 


“fa-sab-bih’ bi-h’amdi rabbika was-tagh’-fir-hu innahu kaana tawwaabaa’ 
(Surah Nasr, verse 3), 


the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) in his last days would frequently recite the following 
supplication: 


Subh’aa-nallaahi wa bi-h’4m-dihii 4s-tagh’-firul laaha wa aa-tuubu 
e-lai-hi. (Bukhari) 


Meaning: Allah (s.w.t.) is sacred, all praises are for Him (s.w.t.), I ask forgiveness 
from Allah (s.w.t.) and turn towards Him (s.w.t.). 
(In exegesis of Surah Nasr, p610, v5) 
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@ Q’ur-canic supplication for seeking refuge in Allah (s.w.t.) 
from witchcraft, jealousy, and all evils 


Surah Falaq’ and Surah Naas are called Maa-o’o-zatain meaning two supplications 
for protection. In exegesis Sa-a’lbii, it is narrated by Ibn Abbas (r.a.a.) and Ayesha 
(r.a.an.) that a Jewish child used to serve the Prophet Mohammad (s.a.w.s.). Some 
Jews managed to have that child bring some hair and comb-teeth of the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.), and performed witchcraft on those items. The major player in this was 
Labeed bin Aa’-sim. Then they threw those hairs and comb-teeth in a well named 
Zarwaan, that belonged to banu Zareeq’. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) became ill and his 
(s.a.w.s.) hair started falling out. Due to this witchcraft, the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) would 
imagine that he had visited his wives, but that had not actually happened. The 
Prophet (s.a.w.s.) wanted to fix this, but he did not know the reason for all of this. 
The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) was under this spell for six (6) months until Allah (s.w.t.) 
made this witchcraft known to him (s.a.w.s.) by angels. The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) sent 
Ali (r.a.a.), Zubair (r.a.a.), and Ammar bin Yasir (r.a.a.) to the well where the 
witchcrafted items had been thrown, and had those items brought to him (s.a.w.s). 
Among those items, there was a string with twelve (12) knots on it, and there was 
a needle in each knot. At that occasion, Allah (s.w.t.) revealed these two surahs, 
Surah Falaq’ and Surah Naas. As the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) would recite a verse, 
subsequently, one knot would untie by itself. When the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) completed 
the recitation of both surahs, all the knots were untied and after that, the Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) fully recovered. Surah Falaq’, for protection, is as follows: 


Bis-mil-laa hir Rah'maa nir Ra-h'iim 
In the name of Allah, the Entirely Merciful, the Especially Merciful 


Q’ul aa-o’o-zo bi-rabbil falaq’ (1) Min sharri maa kh’alaq’ (2) Wa min 
sharri gh’aasi-q’in ezaa wa-q’ab (3) Wa min sharrin naffaasaati fil 0’o- 
q’ad (4) Wa min sharri h’aa-si-din ezaa h’asad (5). 

(Surah Falaq’) 
Meaning: Say, “I seek refuge in the Deity of daybreak (1) From the evil of that 
which He created (2) And from the evil of the darkness when it settles (3) And 


from the evil of the blowers in knots [those who practice witchcraft] (4) And 
from the evil of an envier when he envies (5).” 


(Surah Falaq, p620, v5) 
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159) Q’ur-aanic supplication for seeking refuge in Allah (s.w.t.) 
from the whispers of Jinn and Mankind 


The Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said,“There is a jinn (devil) with each one of you.” The 
companions (radi Allaho anhum) asked,“Even with you (s.a.w.s.)?” The Prophet 
(s.a.w.s.) replied,“Yes, but Allah (s.w.t.) has helped me and I have been given 
control over him. So I stay protected and he only tells me good deeds and 
virtues.” (Bukhari and Muslim) 


In exegesis of Surah Naas, Abdullah bin Abbas (r.a.a.) said that a devil is sitting 
on every human’s heart. Whenever a human is negligent, the devil starts 
whispering, and whenever a human starts remembering Allah (s.w.t.), the devil 
moves back. Once the Prophet (s.a.w.s.) was going somewhere on his donkey 
with a companion sitting behind him (s.a.w.s.). The donkey stumbled at one 
point, and on this, the companion said, “May the devil be destroyed.” The 
Prophet (s.a.w.s.) said, “Don’t say this, because by saying this, the devil gets 
stronger and says,“I caused this with my strength,” and when you say ‘Bismillah,’ 
he gets reduced very small like a fly.” This shows that by the zikr (remembrance) 
of Allah (s.w.t.), a devil becomes weaker and overpowered, and by not doing 
zikr (remembrance) of Allah (s.w.t.), a devil becomes stronger and in control. 


(Musnad Ahmed) 


Bis-mil-laa hir Rah'maa nir Ra-h'iim 
In the name of Allah, the Entirely Merciful, the Especially Merciful 


Q’ul aa-o’o-zo bi-rabbin naas (1) Malikin naas (2) E-laahin naas (3)
